His own name upon them, for Israel 
means “‘a prince with God,” and He 
commanded them not to “take it in 
vain.”

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SPRINGING THE TRAP 

Way pip Moscow start war in the Far East by sending the 
Red Koreans into South Korea? Was this to be the bait in a 
trap to catch the United States off guard? After all, were 
the men in the Kremlin really so stupid they did not know 
the Security Council of the UN would order such aggres- 
sion stopped, since South Korea was, in fact, a UN pro- 
tectorate? Did the Russians remain aloof from the Council 
for a purpose when, by being present, they could have 
vetoed any UN action? Perhaps it is still too early to an- 
swer all of these questions, but let us take a look at the 
record. 

Immediately following the invasion of South Korea, 
President Truman ordered assistance for the hard-pressed 
South Koreans. It is well to note here that the Communist 
sympathizers in the State Department had seen to it that 
arms and ammunition voted by Congress for them did not 
reach the Government of South Korea to enable them to 
successfully meet the attack. The Russian representative 
remained away from the Security Council, which promptly 
condemned the North Korean aggression, and the Presi- 
dent of the United States ordered our fighting forces to be 
turned over to the UN to fight under its banner. 

It is foolish to assume that the Kremlin was unaware of 
the critical situation confronting our forces during the first 
weeks of the war. Knowing this, and being fully aware 
that, had they ordered full air support for the North 
Korean army, we would have been driven into the sea, 
why did they not give the order? 

Perhaps we are beginning to get the answers to some of 
these questions as the subtlety of the plan unfolds before 
us. Can it be that the Kremlin was prepared to sacrifice 
all of Korea as the bait in a trap being set for the United 
States? The only nation on the face of the earth that Soviet 
Russia fears today is the United States. If it were not for 
our potential strength to carry on a conflict that could 
meet and defeat Soviet aggression, the Russian hordes 
would have been on the march long ago. How, then, could 
Russia neutralize our striking power? 
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There were two courses for them to pursue. The first one 
would be to strike a sudden blow at our great cities and so 
cripple us in the first few days of the war that it would be 
difficult for the people to rally and meet their evil aggres- 
sion. But there would be tremendous danger in following 
such a course. In the first place such a blow might not turn 
out to be as effective as required to accomplish its purpose 
and they could allow no margin for failure. In the second 
place there was the atom bombs, with which the Kremlin 
must reckon, and it would not do to have our planes 
dropping them on cities in Russia. 

The second course would be to try to involve us in war, 
preferably without directly implicating the Kremlin, and 
what could be better than to use the hordes of Asia for this 
purpose in a major conflict that would bog us down for 
years, bleeding us white? The way would then be open for 
Russia to make her choice of time and place to strike the 
most effective blows in her plan for world conquest without 
fear of meeting the full strength of an aroused Anglo- 
Saxondom. 

The sixty-four-dollar question is, Did the Kremlin select 
Korea as the come-on bait in the trap set to involve us in a 
destructive war in the Far East? Have the plans worked out 
as the Kremlin hoped they would to ensnare us in a war 
with Red China? If they have, then Mr. Truman grabbed 
the bait that is leading our nation to the brink of disaster 
in that we have been maneuvered into a position where we 
must carry on a protracted and bloody conflict in China 
and perhaps elsewhere in the Far East. It certainly is a 
setting made to order for the tyrants in Moscow and, if 
their plans succeed, not only we ourselves, but the freedom- 
loving peoples of the whole world have cause to be greatly 
alarmed. 

As we write this, radio newscasts are coming in reporting 
the fighting of the Red Chinese along with the North 
Koreans against our armed forces. Is the trap now being 
sprung upon us? Time will soon tell and we are fearful that 
it will be far from pleasant to the ears of the American 
people when the full implications dawn upon them. 








DECEIVE NOT YOURSELVES 


SELF-DECEPTION blinds people to such an extent that they 
often cannot see obvious dangers confronting them. De- 
ception of this kind can be induced by wishful thinking 
brought on by a desire to escape the necessity to face reali- 
ties. And because self-deception is a most difficult barrier to 
overcome, due to its aspect of self-imposed hypnotism, 
reason is destroyed and the individual thus affected loses 
the will to impartially analyze the facts. 

When war broke out last June and we went to the assist- 
ance of South Korea, the people were seriously disturbed 
as a result of the critical military developments which fol- 
lowed. Our correspondence reflected this condition of agi- 
tation as many began to think of possible defeat upon the 
field of battle and the consequences to our nation and its 
future. 

But when in October apparent successes came to our 
armed forces in the Far East, public opinion underwent a 
rapid change. With the collapse of the North Korean 
offensive and the rapid military advance in Korea and 
beyond the 38th parallel, complacency promptly replaced 
the disturbed attitude. Those who were perturbed a few 
weeks before forgot their previous concern as they returned 
to the way of life that had been temporarily interfered 
with as the result of the outbreak of war. Everyone was 
relieved and a spirit was soon abroad that seemed to indi- 
cate “‘it is all over but the shouting.” 

It is all reminiscent of a parallel situation in the time of 
Jeremiah. The Chaldeans had laid siege to Jerusalem but 
withdrew under pressure from Egypt, after which the word 
of the Lord came to the prophet, saying: 


*‘Deceive not yourselves, saying, The Chaldeans shall surely 
depart from us: for they shall not depart.” (Jer. 37: 9.) 


The withdrawal of the Babylonian armies seemed to be a 
great victory for the people, but God immediately warned 
them that this was a delusion, for the war was not over. 

Temporary successes in Korea had a similar effect upon 
the people, both with regard to the conflict in the Far 
East and the warlike intentions of the Kremlin in general. 
But, actually, the loss of Korea, if defeat of the North 
Korean forces had occurred, would have been only a 
temporary setback in the over-all plans of Soviet Russia 
as she moves forward to fulfill, in every detail, the predicted 
role both Ezekiel and Daniel have fully described in their 
prophecies. All who think otherwise are self-deceived and 
only demonstrate that their concern during the Korean 
crisis as they saw it was actuated by fear rather than a 
genuine desire for spiritual insight into the meaning of 
current world developments. 

Since the first of November reports from North Korea 
are far from hopeful and the war that the self-deceived 
thought was ending last October has taken a turn for the 
worse. It will be good policy for all to follow the advice 
God gave through Jeremiah, “Deceive not yourselves,” 
and to also consider the fact that Soviet Russian arms, 
tanks, planes, munitions and mines are being used against 
us in the Korean conflict. Korea is only a skirmish in the 
Kremlin’s over-all war plans, so we can expect the con- 
flict to spread in the near future to other parts of the globe. 

It is a pity that people can be so easily lulled and go 
back to sleep when the acuteness of the danger abates for 
just a little while. 
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SOVIET MOVES 


PREMIER NEHRU of India is alarmed at the Chinese Com- 
munist invasion of Tibet. But Mr. Nehru has been playing 
the Russian game in an endeavor to secure UN recogni- 
tion of Red China. Now that the Kremlin has double- 
crossed him, he appears to be shocked. 

Nehru, however, is not the only one playing the Russian 
game, for men who occupy prominent public positions in 
all nations have been played for nitwits by the Kremlin 
and its satellites. British, American, French and Dutch 
leaders have almost without exception fallen into agree- 
ment with the Soviet propaganda line that to have colonial 
possessions is evidence of criminal intent to subjugate other 
races to imperialistic exploitation. 

The effect of this sly propaganda line, designed to de- 
stroy civilizing influences in the backward areas of the 
earth, has been that the withdrawals under Soviet pressure 
and ridicule have also withdrawn the equity and justice of 
the common law where Anglo-Saxon influence and pres- 
tige have suffered. Thus, the people who are truly in- 
terested in emancipating down-trodden peoples and bring- 
ing a higher standard of living to uncivilized regions are 
ousted to enable the Kremlin to take over. 

It is an amazing spectacle to witness this withdrawal of 
the peaceful in order that the territory evacuated may be 
taken over by ruthless military taskmasters who bring to its 
inhabitants oppression and slavery. The entire procedure 
speaks of utter mediocrity in world leadership when the 
ruthless leaders in the Kremlin can so easily hoodwink the 
rest of the world. 


HUSHAI’S ADVICE 


WHEN Davi FLED from Jerusalem because of the treachery 
of Absalom, his son, who was the leader of a revolt against 
him, he instructed Hushai, one of his counsellors, to remain 
with Absalom because he might be of more service to 
David in that way than to accompany him on his flight. 

Ahithophel, who was Absalom’s advisor, counselled 
him to pursue David immediately and destroy him. But 
Hushai, pretending to act as an advisor to Absalom, 
though all the while loyal to David, urged Absalom to 
spend time to prepare for the attack and not make an im- 
mediate pursuit. He made his case seem quite plausible 
and Absalom followed Hushai’s advice, with the result 
that the delay gave David the needed time to organize his 
forces. When Absalom finally moved against him, David 
had sufficiently recovered from the surprise of Absalom’s 
treachery to meet and defeat him in battle. 

A victorious American army waited for days at the 38th 
parallel in Korea, held back by the State Department 
awaiting the UN “go-ahead” signal, until, according to 
reports, General MacArthur had become so exasperated 
and the situation so serious that the Pentagon went over 
the heads of the State Department officials in a direct ap- 
peal to President Truman. The President ordered that 
General MacArthur be given authority to proceed. 

Today we are paying dearly for the time wasted at the 
38th parallel, for an immediate pursuit at that time might 
have found our forces on the northern border of Korea 
before the Communists could regroup and become able to 
again take the offensive as is now the case. How many 
American boys have lost their lives needlessly because of 
State Department interference with sound military plan- 
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ning? Only time will give the answer to this question. 

W. Stewart Symington, chairman of the National Se- 
curity Resources Board, stated recently that our country 
is in far greater danger now than ever before in history, 
even to the point of possibly losing the next war. This is 
well put, for an entrenched enemy on the home front, 
occupying important positions in our government and 
able to exert influence enough to impede our armed forces 
when they should have pushed forward with vigor could 
well spell the difference between victory and defeat. 

Insidious propaganda is also at work to discredit Syng- 
man Rhee, the President of Korea, paralleling the same 
type of propaganda, backed by the State Department, that 
discredited Chiang Kai-shek and turned China over to 
the Communists. Is the groundwork now being laid to 
turn Korea over to the Communists also? It is certain that 
the Communists want to destroy Dr. Rhee and the smear 
campaign against him and his Government is clearly in 
line with the tactics employed against the Chinese Na- 
tionalists. Are American young men fighting and dying 
under the UN flag in order to pull chestnuts out of the fire 
for the master minds back of the United Nations? 


INFLATIONARY EXPLOSION 


THE ECONOMIC IMPORTANCE of the two-year period from 
mid-July 1950 to 1952 has been stressed in past issues of 
Destiny. As pointed out in “The End of the Road,” 
Destiny for October 1950, a period of attrition has already 
set in that makes an economic debacle by the end of this 
period inevitable. 

Dr. Edwin G. Nourse, who resigned from President 
Truman’s Economic Council, stated recently in an address 
before the Associated Industries of Massachusetts: 


“I fear that the deceptive lull in the market situation due to 
the turning off of civilian demand before military disbursements 
rise massively may mean that about a year from now a delayed 
inflationary explosion may hit us.” 


Lewis Haney, Professor of Economics, New York Uni- 
versity, has clearly shown why increased taxes and govern- 
ment spending cannot cure inflation. He writes: 


“Inflation is in money. It is something done to our currency. 
It is caused by the government borrowing so much at the banks, 
and drawing checks for war and other non-productive purposes, 
that there are created more credit dollars in bank deposits than 
can be used at present prices. The number of deposit dollars is 
multiplied, while the number of products is not. 

“It is much like printing a lot of extra tickets to a show with- 
out making more seats. There aren’t any more seats, but you 
double the claim to seats, called tickets. The tickets are no good 
except for seats. The inflation is in the tickets. Once the currency 
(or the tickets) is inflated, there is inflation. 

“We already have a vast inflation coming from two world wars 
and the waste of the New Deal experiments. On top of this, we 
are pouring out more billions of paper dollars (tickets) without 
making more products we can buy (seats). 

“To levy income taxes on dollar incomes has no effect in stop- 
ping inflation [see ‘Shadows of Disaster,’ Destiny for November 
1950]. The income taxes merely keep some of us from spending 
as much as we otherwise would. The taxes ‘sop up’ or ‘syphon off’ 
some of our incomes. But (a) the inflation is still there; because 
the inflated dollars are still there. (b) The income taxes do not 
touch the incomes of many people, and it is estimated that over 
half of the total net income of all individuals is not subject to in- 
come taxes. (c) Finally the government gets the taxes and pours 
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the money out in subsidizing ‘allies’ who do nothing for us, and 
in uplifting the backward nations of the world. This maintains 
inflation. 

‘To put price ceilings on doesn’t touch the cause of inflation. 
Anyhow, price ceilings don’t hold down what you and I actually 
pay for what we want. War means inflation. You and I don’t 
buy guns and tanks. We can’t consume them. So the billions of 
extra paper dollars we get are used by us to buy meat and 
clothes.” 


The result, of course, is spiraling prices as the value of 
the dollar is reduced. The explosion is coming, for it is 
inconceivable that the present powers that be will do any- 
thing other than aggravate the situation to make it much 
worse if their pronouncements are to betoken the intel- 
lectual substance of their understanding. 


THEY SHALL FAIL 


BECAUSE THE ZIONISTS proclaimed the establishment in 
Palestine of the Israeli state on May 15, 1948, many have 
jumped to the conclusion that the nation of the Jews has 
become a permanent reality. However, history reveals 
similar moves in the past on the part of zealots among the 
Jews who have undertaken to return to nationhood again, 
but all were of short duration. In each case it seemed for a 
time that success would crown their efforts, just as success 
appears to have come to the Zionists today. 

Perhaps the most outstanding example of the tenacity 
with which the Jews fought to establish their kingdom was 
the struggle in defense of their civil and religious rights 
under the Maccabees. The revolt lead by Mattathias in 
167 B.c. proved remarkably successful, but by 160 B.c. 
(seven years later) organized rebellion was suppressed and 
the Maccabees fled to the hills. From there they carried on 
desultory warfare for many years against their oppressors. 

The few years of success gained by the Jews at that time 
did not secure continued independence for them. Sedition 
and rebellion has marked the history of the Jews as the 
record of their activities clearly shows. In his History of 
the World, Volume II, page 291, Ridpath states of the Jews 
at the commencement of the Christian Era: 


‘Never was a people so turbulent, so excited with expectation 
of a deliverer who should restore the ancient kingdom, so fired 
with bigotry and fanaticism, as were the wretched Jews of this 
period.” | 


When, finally, the Jews revolted against Rome, initial 
successes attended their first efforts to throw off the Roman 
yoke. But here again the verdict of time proved how futile 
their attempts to regain independent status were, for Rome 
finally destroyed Jerusalem and completed the conquest of 
all Judea. 

Now, at the end of the age, the Zionists, abortively an- 
ticipating the fulfillment of prophecy, have again succeeded 
for a time, through deceit and violence, in establishing a 
state in Palestine. But Daniel was informed by the Angel: 


‘The fierce fellows of your People will rise up to accomplish 
this Vision, — but will fail!’ (Dan. 11: 14, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


Moffatt translates this: 


‘Some wild spirits among your own nations shall start up to ful- 
fill the prediction of the vision — only to be routed.” 


As stated in Study in Daniel,* pages 310-311:

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“Paraphrasing that portion of these verses which applies to the 
events in this crisis period, and using the information given in the 
translations by both Moffatt and Ferrar Fenton, it would read 
about as follows: 

** “At the end of years Soviet Russia will advance with a great 
army and numerous cavalry. At the same time many will arise 
against Great Britain, while the renegades among the Jews will 
undertake to accomplish the establishment of a kingdom, but will 
fail. Then Soviet Russia will come and throw up defenses and 
capture cities. The armies of Great Britain will not be able to 
stop her advances, and even all the chosen people [modern 
Israel], including the United States of America, will be powerless 
to stop the onrush of the Soviets and prevent the Kremlin from 
attaining her objectives. The Russian hordes will establish them- 
selves in Palestine [as Ferrar Fenton points out “‘with destruction 
in his hand” (Dan. 11: 16)] and none will be able to successfully 
oppose them in their campaign!’ ” 


Having this prophetic outlook, it is clear that time is 
running out for the successes that momentarily followed 
the Zionist revolt against Great Britain. The Israeli state 
is destined to be short-lived; it will never develop into a 
permanent achievement. 

It should be remembered, as made clear by Ferrar 
Fenton, that it is the renegades, that is, the apostates or 
traitors among the Jews, who are spearheading this under- 
taking. The King James version designates those among 
the Jews who are doing this as robbers or, as the margin 
renders it, “the children of robbers.” Actually, the master- 
minds back of this undertaking are not even the descend- 
ants of Abraham; they are usurpers who claim to be Jews 
but are not. This appraisal is borne out in the following 
two quotations from the utterances of two prominent 
Jews, as published in Palestine: Center of World Intrigue: * 


“It is not an accident that the majority of the leaders of Po- 
litical Zionism are Russians or descendants of Russians, for this 
movement, except for sporadic attempts in the early centuries, 
had its origin in Russia amongst the so-called ‘enlightened’ Jews 
and is a culmination of that which the Haskalah — the so-called 
Russian-Jewish renaissance — started. Leo Pinsker was a Rus- 
sian, and Perez Smolenskin, who gave to Political Zionism its 
philosophy in a nutshell, was a Russian. There are observant 
Jews amongst the political Zionists — the Mizrahi — but they 
are a small group. 

“The aim of Political Zionism is a Jewish State. Religious 
Zionism is, thus, motivated by piety, whereas Political Zionism 
is propelled by a material nationalism, though of different de- 
grees.” (Dr. I. M. Rabinowitch in “‘The Zionist Movement Un- 
masked.”’) 

“Political Zionism is almost exclusively a movement by the 
Jews of Europe: But these Eastern European Jews have neither a racial 
nor a historical connection with Palestine. Their ancestors were not 
inhabitants of the ‘Promised Land.’ They are the direct de- 
scendants of the people of the Khazar Kingdom, which existed 
until the 12th century. 

“The Khazars were a non-Semitic, Turko-Finn, Mongolian 
tribal people who, about the 1st century A.D., emigrated from 
Middle Asia to Eastern Europe. There they created one of the 
largest kingdoms of their time. At its greatest extent it covered 
an area of about 800,000 square miles. About the 7th century 
A.D., the King of the Khazars adopted Judaism as the state reli- 
gion, and the majority of inhabitants joined him in the new al- 
legiance. Before that date there was no such thing as a Khazar 
who was a Jew. Neither then nor since was there such a thing as a 
Khazar whose ancestors had come from the Holy Land. The 
Semitic people who established Judaism in Palestine many cen-

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turies before the Khazars became converts to the Hebrew faith, 
did mostly emigrate from Palestine. But none of them emigrated to 
the Khazar Kingdom far to the North. 

“In view of this fact, what becomes of the cry for ‘repatriation’ 
to the ‘homeland’? These Eastern European, Yiddish-speaking 
Jews have no historical or racial connection with Palestine, or, 
for that matter, with the other Jews who existed in other countries 
for thousands of years prior to the Khazar conversion.” (Mr. 
Benjamin Freedman.) 


All this being true, the present Zionist state, whatever 
else it may be, is not the re-establishment of a Jewish na- 
tion in Palestine. Rather, it is, as pointed out in Palestine: 
Center of World Intrigue, a plot to seize the Kingdom by 
force. The violent men who initiated this Zionist program 
are fulfilling prophecy rightly enough, but the prophecy 
they are fulfilling is the setting up of the Abomination That 
Maketh Desolate, not the establishment of a Jewish state. 
The verdict of time will shortly prove how erroneous is 
the position of those who are trying to style this abortive 
movement on the part of men who cannot even lay claim 
to Abraham as their father as a return of the seed of Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob to the land of their ancestors. 

Soviet Russia will soon show her hand in the Middle 
East in conformity with the predictions of both Daniel and 
Ezekiel. At that time the Zionist state will be revealed in its 
true setting, for, identified by the violence that character- 
ized the conquest of the land of Palestine and the atrocities 
committed against its helpless inhabitants, the Abomina- 
tion spoken of by Daniel the Prophet has taken up its stand 
in the Holy Land. 


THE GRIM FACTS 


THE HonoraBleE Harry Flood Byrd, United States Sena- 
tor from Virginia, delivered an important address under 
the above title at Forest, Virginia, on September gth. 
Senator Byrd has pointed out some of the many factors in 
present established trends that Destiny has long declared 
would make an economic debacle inevitable unless im- 
mediate steps were taken to change the present course our 
nation is following. 

We particularly commend the Senator on his personal 
stand, as expressed in his statement, that the test of his 
vote in the Senate will always rest upon what he believes 
will be for the best interests of his country. His record at 
Washington has shown him to have followed this course. 

Because the information given in this address is of major 
importance to every American citizen, Destiny takes 
pleasure in making the text of his remarks available to its 
readers: 


“There have been just five years since World War II ended. 
They may well go down in history as the most irresponsible five 
years of the great American Republic, and, unless we begin 
thinking straight and acting accordingly, they may be recorded 
as the prelude to the downfall of the greatest democracy of all 
time. 

“To think straight and act accordingly from this point forward, 
we would do well to analyze the postwar orgy in which we have 
indulged ourselves, for we are about to find that the adversaries 
which now confront us are strong and ruthless. 

“In these five years we have squandered the greatest prosperity 
ever to come to any nation; the Federal Government has collected 
far more taxes than ever before; it has spent far more money on 
purely domestic-civilian programs than ever before; it has spent 
far more money abroad than ever before; it has spent far more 
money for defense than ever before without achieving prepared- 
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ness; and we have failed to curtail the greatest public debt any 
nation has ever known. In the past twenty years our Government 
has been in the black only two. We have started deficit spending 
again in a large way, and it is possible that our Federal budget 
may not be balanced before we go over the precipice of financial 
disaster. 

“Before the invasion, Congress was told that the South Koreans 
were well trained, well equipped, and well prepared to defend 
themselves, and later we were told that we did not dare to train 
them extensively, or give them effective military equipment for 
fear they would attack the North Koreans. 

“We were told that the ECA (Marshall Plan) expenditures 
abroad are necessary to contain Communism and prevent war, 
but at the same time, we were told by Administrator Hoffman 
that the great effect of the foreign give-away program in Korea 
provoked the Communist Koreans into starting a war to hide its 
benefits. 

“We unified our armed services, and joined the United Nations 
to work as an integrated national and international team for 
peace. But, as we sent the Marines to the war front to do a dirty 
job of shock-troop relief for our own unified forces under the 
direction of the United Nations, we called them a bunch of bally- 
hoo-bedecked policemen. 

“Our leaders complained that the high cost of defense was de- 
priving socialistic domestic-civilian programs of Federal funds, 
but now we are saying we didn’t spend enough for defense. 

“How inconsistent can national policy be? 

“To shift the blame, or conceal it, is a natural and inevitable 
follow-up to irresponsibility. Thus we have what is obvious hos- 
tility between the two greatest and most vital departments in the 
executive branch of the Government. Who is shifting the blame 
or whose blame is being concealed remains to be seen. 

“These are some of the things I have in mind when I say we 
had better start thinking straight and acting accordingly, for I 
assert without fear of contradiction that the American democracy 
— all of the things that make it and all of its beneficence — stands 
today in the hour of its greatest peril. If we don’t recognize it, it’s 
because we haven’t thought about it, and if we don’t know it, it’s 
because we haven’t been told about it. If we haven’t thought 
about it, then our civilization is void of its vaunted intellect. If 
we aren’t told about it, then our leadership is criminally delin- 
quent. 

“We have maneuvered the greatest country, the best form of 
government, and the finest nation of people in the history of the 
world, into a position where they are fiscally vulnerable from 
within, and perhaps so greatly extended that they may be mili- 
tarily vulnerable from without. Neither democracy nor freedom 
can survive in either the shackles of overwhelming debt or the 
bondage of military dictatorship. 

“This, then, is a simple plea for the preservation of freedom in 
our homes, in our work, and our religion. It is a simple plea that 
we do what we know has to be done — strip off the luxuries of 
sociological ventures and political bids for votes by spending 
public money. It is a simple plea that we get down to the 
sweat and the toil of the work that is required to make this 
country fiscally sound and militarily impregnable. 

“Here is the situation into which we have gotten ourselves — 
the situation which we must overcome if we are not to be over- 
come. 

“We have only six percent of the world’s population. We have 
assumed the responsibility for propping up the economy of half 
the world and defending more than half the countries of the world 
from military attack by Communist dictators who control the 
other half of the earth. 

“These are tremendous responsibilities which we have assumed 
at a time when our national debt is more than a quarter of a 
trillion dollars — more than any other nation ever dared to con- 
ceive, much less assume. Our taxes are already approaching 
confiscatory levels, and much greater taxation must yet come. 

“Our only hope to meet the responsibilities we have assumed 
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and to preserve our free way of life lies in the capacity of the free 
enterprise system to produce in mass quantities those goods, ma- 
terials, and engines of war which are needed under such condi- 
tions in better quality and greater quantity than all of our 
adversaries combined. And there is no reason for us to expect 
much help from the nations who are associated with us, for they 
are more wards than allies. 

**Yet the President and our leaders are still insisting upon ex- 
pansion of socialistic legislation — socialized housing, socialized 
medicine, socialized farming (the Brannan plan) — which, if 
adopted, will destroy the free enterprise system. This free enter- 
prise system upon which we depend cannot survive in confisca- 
tory taxes, or overwhelming debt, or state socialism. What hap- 
pens to free enterprise under socialism has been demonstrated by 
the British before our very eyes in these same five years since 
World War II. 

“In these five years the Federal Government has spent ap- 
proximately $40,000,000,000 for strictly domestic-civilian pro- 
grams, exclusive of the cost of the interest on the debt, veterans, 
foreign assistance and defense. Since 1948 domestic-civilian ex- 
penditures by the debt-ridden Federal Government increased 
approximately 75 percent, exclusive of interest, veterans, foreign 
assistance and defense. At the same time, during these five years, 
we thought it was necessary to spend approximately $100,000,- 
000,000 to prop up our foreign friends economically, and defend 
them and ourselves militarily — roughly $35,000,000,000 in for- 
eign assistance and $65,000,000,000 in our defense and in foreign 
military aid. 

*‘Whether our Communist adversaries will continue to weaken 
us by prolonging this series of sideline satellite wars breaking out 
here and there all over the globe, or whether they will risk com- 
mitting themselves and their own resources to an all-out third 
world war, is to be their decision — not ours. Russia has the time- 
table — not us. 

‘“‘Perhaps there is no sadder commentary on the quality of 
postwar Yankee shrewdness at Washington than the fact that we 
have allowed ourselves to be maneuvered into the shameful posi- 
tion where Communistic dictators can call the tunes to which the 
free people of Christian democracies must dance. 

“At any rate the end of the sacrifices we must make — in 
blood, in standards of living, and in hard-earned dollars — is not 
in sight, whether we continue hopping thither and yon to put 
down sideline wars set off by satellites in remote areas, or whether 
we are called upon to exert our supreme effort in another world 
conflagration. 

“‘We must do everything it takes to defend ourselves. Our own 
defense should be as nearly impregnable as possible and should 
be our first consideration. But, even before we started building our 
own military defenses, we committed ourselves to military de- 
fense of virtually indefensible foreign nations. To defend ourselves 
in any circumstances, of course, is our duty, and to defend the 
others in the current circumstances is a responsibility to which we 
have committed ourselves. 

“These things the Russians know. Apparently they know it 
better than we do. And, these things the Russians are exploiting. 
They are especially exploiting our vulnerable fiscal condition at 
home, as Russia is waging against us today a war of economic 
attrition. More than her own military might, the Russians are 
probably counting on the traditional American reluctance to 
give up luxuries as usual, business as usual, and politics as usual. 
In short, they want us to beat ourselves by our own profligacy. 

“I have been frequently criticized by some of the New Dealers 
and Fair Dealers for voting with Republicans in the Senate, but 
I tell you now, as I have said before, the test of my vote in the 
Senate and my actions elsewhere, now, as they have been in the 
past, and as they will be in the future, are determined by the test 
of what I believe in my conscience to be the best for my country. 
I say with all the sincerity of which I am capable that such must 
be the test to be applied to everything by everybody in this coun- 
try — in public office or out — for a long time to come if we are 
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to restore the peace and freedom for which this nation was 
founded, and to which it is dedicated. 

“‘There is no short cut — there is no easy way; it can’t be post- 
poned — it must become a part of us for a long time to come. 

“Our Federal expenditure budget this year will be between 
$50,000,000,000 and $75,000,000,000, and it will be higher for 
years to come before it gets lower. Our tax budget must approach 
the expenditure figure as nearly as possible, and it, too, will be 
higher for a long time before it gets lower. Our debt, also, will rise 
for years to come before it gets lower. Add to these the dangers of 
uncontrolled inflation, and the outlook for the future is gloomy 
indeed, As awful as these prospects are, they, of course, cannot be 
compared with the fact that our casualty lists may be expected 
to grow much greater before they become smaller. 

““These are the grim facts that we face but have not been told 
about. Unfortunately, the more gruesome part of the burden we 
carry must be borne by the fresh young armies, navies and air 
forces we send abroad. It is not too much to ask the older genera- 
tion to roll up its sleeves and cast aside its luxury and make the 
economic sacrifices which are necessary to the preservation of the 
nation, the form of government, and the freedom which were its 
heritage. 

“I do not concede that either democracy, or free enterprise, or 
any other American freedom has run the course of its usefulness 
in the world. They have been worth fighting for and winning for 
in the past against both economic and military challenge, and I 
do not concede that they were any dearer to those who have 
fought and won before than they are to us today. We shall win 
again, but not until we begin thinking straight through all the 
double talk that we hear to the hard core of the problems that 
confront us; until we recognize the sacrifices we must make; 
until we see clearly the course we must take; and until we act 
accordingly. 

“In all of these, leadership characterized by unselfish and self- 
less patriotism is the first requirement. We have had it in the past. 
It is not too much to ask now.” 


SIRED IN THE PIT 


IF THE AMERICAN PEOPLE understood the full implications 
of our membership in and support of the United Nations, 
they would rise in their indignation and sweep from office 
all those who have been responsible for involving us in this 
evil entanglement. Because it is important that the facts 
be made known and that the Communist background of 
the United Nations be recognized, the following is re- 
printed from Williams Intelligence Summary for October 1950. 
It clearly shows why “‘Russia can’t lose,” as set forth in an 
editorial under that title in Destiny for November 1950: 


“The final stage of the struggle is here. Acheson is setting up 
the world police framework now. We will have to stop him when 
Congress convenes late in November or in the January session. 

“The truth still is our weapon. We have just a month in which 
to elect a Congress with understanding and courage. It is our job 
to show the candidates — and most of them do not yet under- 
stand — that the power over the White House is a Communist- 
Zionist power, and that the Communist Party and the Anti- 
Defamation League must be broken up, its agents Winchell and 
Pearson exposed and indicted, and Acheson, and perhaps 
Truman, removed. The future methods of the American people 
for stopping the revolution will depend on the outcome of the 
elections. 

“For your convenience, I review briefly herewith the history 
of the United Nations, showing it to be an instrument of the 
Communist-Zionist combine: 

“The first step (after the demise of the old League of Nations) 
was taken at a conference of Foreign Ministers, meeting in Mos- 
cow, in 1943, setting up the ‘United Nations Organization.’ 
This step itself should have alerted our people. 
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“Soon thereafter came the Bretton Woods and Dumbarton 
Oaks conferences setting up the International Monetary Fund 
and the World Bank. Alger Hiss, since convicted as a Communist 
agent, was executive secretary of these conferences and one of the 
key figures in shaping the world financial apparatus. We must 
suppose, therefore, that the bank and monetary fund are of very 
special interest and service to Moscow. 

“The handful of powerful figures who worked with Hiss and 
who since have dominated the world finance machinery are 
Jewish international bankers and their tools. Among them is 
James P. Warburg of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., now devoting all his 
time and much money to promoting world government. He is the 
principal influence in the United World Federalists. He is a 
nephew of the Max Warburg who helped finance the Bolshevik 
Revolution in Russia. 

‘His fellow Jewish banker, Eugene Meyer, became first head 
of the international bank. Meyer is considered a link with the 
Anti-Defamation League; his Washington Post long has been ac- 
cepted as a mouthpiece of that revolutionary organization. 

““Meyer’s successor was John J. McCloy, one of the favorite 
pupils of the Marxist Felix Frankfurter at Harvard Law School 
and a friend and associate of Dean Acheson. 

“The World Bank and the Monetary Fund are instruments 
of power over all nations ‘civilized’ enough to have to borrow 
money. Note that they boycott Spain, the virulent anti-Commu.- 
nist nation and subjugate the Germany which fought the U.S.S.R. 

‘Few citizens seem to know that the sponsors of these world 
finance funds are self-appointed, and not only act without con- 
sulting governments, but actually wrote into their charters spe- 
cific immunities such as no other citizens enjoy: immunity from 
judicial processes; from search, requisition and seizure; from 
taxation and customs on Fund assets, incomes and transactions; 
from taxes on salaries, emoluments, etc. It is hard to believe, but 
by comparison with these Jewish world bankers, the American 
people are ‘second class citizens’ — to borrow a Communist 
phrase. The world bank, with its self-appointed directors and 
their position above governments, clearly sets the pattern for 
world government. 

“In August 1944 a number of Communist-aiding organizations 
were consolidated into ‘Americans United for World Organiza- 
tion’ — ‘to fight for the establishment of a world organization 
with power to enforce peace and to oppose isolationist candidates 
for office.’ Every one of the component groups was either a known 
Communist front or followed the same line. The notorious Friends 
of Democracy and Federal Union Now were listed as affiliates. 
Official government files reveal that 36 officers of Americans 
United for World Organization, Inc., had accumulated a total of 
432 citations for affiliations with Communist fronts. 

“It was the key financial and political fixer for the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B’rith, Arthur J. Goldsmith, who 
became executive secretary and boss of the new combined front. 
It was the same Goldsmith who, with another Anti-Defamation 
League official, in 1946 conducted from behind the scenes a 
filthy campaign of lies and distortions in Montana to defeat the 
anti-Communist Senator, Burton K. Wheeler, for re-election. 

“Goldsmith could not possibly have become executive secre- 
tary, the key official, of the powerful new Communist front for 
world government without the consent and cooperation of the 
Communist Party. The fact that the Anti-Defamation League 
never has repudiated him, but smears as an anti-Semite any who 
attack him, implicates the League equally with Goldsmith in this 
gigantic Communist operation. 

“The next great successor to Goldsmith’s Communist front for 
world organization was known as Americans United for World 
Government. It was organized, also by Communists, in the spring 
and summer of 1945 while the San Francisco conference was 
shaping the charter for the United Nations. 

‘At that time I was the Counter Intelligence officer for a wing 
of B-29s on Guam and found it my duty to read the mail of Com- 
munists, and suspected Communists and Nazis. Several wives of 
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Communists in our wing, evidently not realizing that Intelligence 
might be reading their mail, wrote in intimate detail of Com- 
munist meetings and activities promoting world government 
and the new organization. One mentioned that she was writing 
letters to editors under her Party name, which name she revealed 
by inclosing a clipping of one of her published letters. Another 
exulted over her success in organizing among New York City 
school children Students United For World Government. 

“Tt is of more than incidental interest that without exception 
these wives and husbands were Jews. From their letters I judged 
that they had been led into Communism principally in the belief 
that it would eliminate anti-Semitism and establish world 
peace. I got the impression — from their viciousness toward 
Americans who wanted to preserve the republic and its institu- 
tions — that they expected to establish peace by destroying the 
so-called anti-Semites, who, without exception, were the anti- 
Communists. 

“During the same summer the UN charter was adopted, with 
Alger Hiss as executive secretary of the conference, as he had 
been at Bretton Woods and Dumbarton Oaks. Hiss was one of 
the principal authors of the charter. The United Nations, of- 
fered the American people as an instrument of peace and human 
welfare, was in fact the greatest of all Communist fronts. 

“At the San Francisco conference an International Bill of 
Rights was adopted which reads in part: 

“* ‘Each state has the duty to provide effective measures for the 
enforcement within its jurisdiction of the rights and freedoms 
herein declared and the United Nations shall take measures to 
carry out the provisions of the Charter to safeguard these rights 
and freedoms throughout the world.’ 

“Every Hottentot and Siamese was to be guaranteed the ‘right’ 
to ‘education’ and ‘social security’ and ‘health and sickness and 
accident’ insurance, ‘adequate food and housing,’ and a steady 
job! As soon as Americans began to say they were not willing to 
undertake to support the world’s two billion people, the Com- 
munists and the Zionist groups denounced them as racial bigots, 
white supremacists, anti-Semites, isolationists. 

“Note the authorization of force to make people all over the 
world conform to the wishes of Comrade Hiss and associates — 
‘The United Nations shall take measures to carry out the pro- 
visions . . .” Here is where the world police force comes in. The 
single sentence above is in itself enough to give the United Nations 
police absolute power over the governments as well as the lives of 
all individuals. 

“Looking back through the records, we see that one of the prin- 
cipal figures working with Hiss in drawing up the International 
Bill of Rights was Joseph M. Proskauer, representing the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee (partner of the Anti-Defamation League). 

“Knowing the background of the men behind this bill, in- 
cluding the known Communist, Hiss, we need not suppose that 
the authors’ hearts bled for the human race; it was just one more 
of those power traps baited with honey for the kindly, blind gen- 
tile. All we need do now to give Proskauer, Frankfurter, Acheson, 
Hiss, Warburg, Meyer and their cult absolute power over us is to 
permit our soldiers to be dumped into a floating world police 
under UN direction. The gentlemen who plan for us already have 
started the power machine rolling; it is up to us to stop it before 
it gains too much momentum.” 


CREEDS AND DOGMAS 


MAN HAS EVER undertaken to voice his belief in a concise 
statement called by some a “confession of faith.”” When 
the summary of such principles of belief are in conformity 
with the truth, they serve a good purpose. But when a 
creed or dogma undertakes to epitomize beliefs that are 
out of step with facts, it becomes a millstone around the 
neck of its adherents and a continuous curse to them. 
Protestantism has had its creeds and with the growth of 
established ecclesiastical doctrines, the modern Church 
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has been much encumbered with dogmatic pronounce- 
ments which actually have no warrant in the Scriptures 
for their acceptance. The modern theological practice of 
discarding the Old Testament of the Scriptures as, for the 
most part, unreliable folklore has undermined faith in 
God’s Word and has been responsible for paganizing mil- 
lions of church-going people. Disbelief in the virgin birth 
of our Lord, and the refusal to even accept the fact of His 
Divinity, are destroying the foundation principles which 
led to the expression of excellent statements of faith by 
devout men in the early days of the Christian Church. 
Many ecclesiastical leaders also refuse today to accept as a 
Scriptural truth the hope of the early Church in the tri- 
umphant return of Jesus Christ to earth again. If the 
present trend continues, it will be only a matter of time 
before these subtle attacks discredit the Written Word to 
the extent that Modernist concepts completely infiltrate 
religious thinking, to be later promulgated as the very 
creeds and dogmas of the modern Christian Church. 

But this turning away from the truth is not confined to 
Protestantism alone, for the Hierarchy of the Roman 
Catholic Church has appropriated to itself an authority 
to alter and add to the Scriptures that is just as pre- 
sumptuous. 

Eighty years ago, in 1870 A.D., Pope Pius LX, as the 
supreme head of the Roman Catholic Church, was de- 
clared to be infallible by an Ecumenical Council. On July 
16, 1870 a majority of that Council passed the necessary 
resolution to confer infallibility upon the Pope. The fol- 
lowing account describes the celebration planned for the 
occasion: 


“It was not sufficient to satisfy the ambition of Pius [IX that 
this dogma had been decreed by the Council. He wished to make 
a great display, which would impress all with the fact that he was 
actually infallible, as the Council had declared him to be; and 
that even God recognized him with his assumed attribute of the 
Deity. 

“‘He therefore caused a throne to be erected in front of the 
eastern window in St. Peter’s Cathedral; and, having ‘arrayed 
himself in a perfect blaze of precious stones,’ he mounted that 
throne before sunrise on the morning of the 18th of July [1870 
A.D.], two days after the dogma had been passed by the Council, 
and there prepared to read the declaration of the dogma, in the 
presence of his Cardinals, Patriarchs and Bishops, while the rising 
sun should send its brilliant rays to light up the place and make 
the Pope appear to be more than human. As Dr. Cumming said: 
‘He chose the early morning hour, and the eastern window, that 
the rising sun should flash its beams full upon his magnificence, 
and by it his diamonds, rubies and emeralds, so refracted and re- 
flected, that he should appear to be, not a man, but what the decree 
proclaimed him to be, ONE HAVING ALL THE GLORY OF GOD.’ 

‘Thus he waited, upon the throne, to catch the first rays of the 
‘KING OF DAY,’ but it seemed as though God frowned upon the 
scene; for “The sun,’ says Dr. Cumming, ‘refused to shine.’ A 
dark, gloomy cloud obscured its rays, and a terrific storm soon 
burst over the City of Rome. 

“The dismal dawn darkened rapidly to a deeper and deeper 
gloom. The dazzle of glory could not be produced. The aged eyes 
of the would-be god could not see to read by daylight, and he had to 
send for candles. Candle-light strained his nerves of vision too 
much, and he handed the reading over to a cardinal. The car- 
dinal began to read amidst an ever-blackening gloom, but had 
not read many lines before such a glare of liquid fire, and such a 
crash burst forth 1rom the inky heavens as never was equalled at 
Rome before. Terror fell upon all. The reading ceased. One 
cardinal jumped trembling from his chair and exclaimed, ‘It is

the voice of God, speaking in the thunders of Sinai!” (The 
World’s Great Empires, by L. C. McKinstry, pages 481 to 482.) 


In September of the same year Italian troops entered 
Rome and on the first day of November of that year the 
Italian government passed a decree abolishing the political 
authority of the Holy See. Was this loss of temporal power 
a manifestation of Divine judgment because of the declara- 
tion of infallibility? Certainly the terrific storm, bringing 
the celebration of the pronouncement of this dogma to an 
abrupt end, was no auspicious omen. 

Are we about to have the final answer in God’s attitude 
toward such pronouncements following the public declara- 
tion of the new dogma of the Assumption of Mary? This 
decree undertakes to place Mary, the mother of Jesus, in a 
position the Bible has never assigned to her and it may be 
fraught with tremendous and grave consequences for those 
who have elected to do this. Will God move to vindicate 
the Holy Name of His Son who alone arose from the grave 
and ascended to heaven, sitting there upon the right hand 
of the Father until all of His enemies are made His foot- 
stool (Acts 2: 34-35)? 

Why did the Church select November 1, 1950 as the day 
on which to consummate the proclamation of this new 
dogma? The first day of November was just two genera- 
tions to the day after November 1, 1870 when the Italian 
government passed a decree abolishing the political au- 
thority of the Church. Will this move on the part of Rome 
be followed by evidence of Divine displeasure in increasing 
judgment? Time will shortly tell and we sincerely question 
if it will be very long before the Divine verdict is rendered. 

Protestantism, Catholicism and Judaism have all de- 
parted from the strict observance of the teachings of the 
Scriptures. If the iniquity for this departure from truth on 
the part of these ecclesiastical organizations has reached 
the time when Divine assizement is to shake the entire 
superstructure of human systems of belief which are con- 
trary to the teaching of His Word, we can expect a swift 
manifestation of Divine wrath upon the ecclesiastical 
works of men. Already the military might and the political 
power of Babylon the Great have come to judgment with 
the unconditional surrender of Germany in World War II. 
Let us not overlook the fact that, while the present Baby- 
lonian economy is now on the agenda for early judgment, 
so, too, tribulation and sorrow are scheduled to overtake 
ecclesiasticism and completely destroy all doctrines, creeds 
and dogmas not based on truth. The events of the immedi- 
ate future will bear close watching, for God is moving to 
cleanse the earth of all unbelief and every false system, 
with the presumptuous acts of men redounding a thou- 
sandfold upon their own heads. 


THE DEVOURING FIRE 


In Destiny FOR June 1950, in the editorial entitled “‘Eco- 
nomic Lifeblood,”’ we reported that economists and gov- 
ernment statisticians indicated that business was good and 
would remain so for some time to come. It was also pointed 
out that the external condition of the economic structure 
seemed to confirm their position. Then we said: 


“All this reminds us of how often an individual may appear to 
be in splendid health and, by his activities, give every evidence 
of endurance and energy, yet be wholly unaware that an internal 
cancerous growth is rapidly spreading within him and will shortly 
reach a stage when vital organs are infected and damaged beyond 
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repair. Until the very climax, the individual’s outward appear- 
ance may belie the internal diseased condition. The sudden 
change occurs only when the critical stage is reached. 

*‘What is being overlooked by economists is the diseased condi- 
tion within the economic structure itself. It is like a devouring 
fire, consuming but not replenishing real wealth and destroying 
genuine treasure represented by free opportunity and enterprise. 
These internal weaknesses will continue to gnaw away within 
the economic framework until they bring about the collapse of 
the whole world economy. But until that consuming fire reaches 
certain proportions, the outward appearance in all business rela- 
tions and in commerce will appear to be sound. Based upon ex- 
ternal factors, business is declared to be good. 

“Ezekiel has pointed out (Ez. 28: 18) that the destruction of 
the present world economy will be brought about by a fire gen- 
erated from within the system itself that will actually lick up its 
lifeblood. We are witnessing the progress of disintegration through 
a destroying fire of devaluation as monetary systems, which give 
stability to the value of goods in commerce and trade, are in- 
flated. All nations today are polluting the blood stream of their 
economy through the inflationary expansion of their monetary 
systems.” 


The extent to which this devastating fire is gutting the 
entire economic structure is becoming more and more ap- 
parent as time marches on. Let those who read the editorial 
referred to above at the time of its publication, and felt we 
were unduly alarmed, carefully take note now of the fol- 
lowing tabulations indicating how rapidly our currency is 
depreciating. The acceleration in inflationary trends is 
racing on with the speed of a prairie fire whipped by strong 
winds into a raging fury. The roaring blasts of adversity 
are certainly blowing upon these inflationary fires as they 
eat away at our economic structure. 

Taking the 1939 prices for basic materials, and compar- 
ing with present costs, the percentage of rise is as follows:

To all this increase must be added the advance in the 
cost of labor to turn the raw materials of industry into 
finished products for human use and consumption. It 
must not be forgotten that, together with this increase in 
prices, the cost of military preparedness has also produced 
sharp rises for which additional taxes will be needed. The 
prophets of the Lord have pointed out that we are on the 
way to an inevitable economic debacle and it is wishful 
thinking on anyone’s part to believe otherwise. 

The present economy is rapidly approaching the ter- 
mination of its successful functioning. Prophetically its 
lease of life was set as a span of 2,520 years, beginning 
when Nebuchadnezzar set up the Image of Gold in 569 
B.C., and ending in 1952 A.D. 
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When There Is No Peace 


cry oF “Peace and Safety,” 
to which reference is made in I 
Thessalonians 5: 3, is now a mat- 
ter of recorded history, as pointed out 
in Destiny for September 1950 (see 
pages 299-300). It was the voice heard 
prior to the outbreak of world war in 
1914, for all the conditions before that 
time fulfilled the requirements of the 
predicted peace-and-safety cry. Men 
and nations had come to assume that 
conflicts between major powers were a 
thing of the past and were holding con- 
ferences looking toward the outlawing 
of war itself. 

Then came the sudden destruction of 
World War I. The German invasion of 
Belgium shattered in one blow the ex- 
pectations for lasting universal peace. 
Since that day men have not known 
peace or its blessings, for no one was 
assured of safety from sudden attack 
even during the post-war days follow- 
ing the signing of the Armistice in 
1918. 

Following the close of World War II 
this uneasy situation has been in- 
creased ten thousandfold, with avail- 
able weapons at hand today which 
enable an aggressor to so cripple the 
victim of a sudden attack that it would 
be impossible for those thus surprised 
to recover sufficiently to meet and de- 
feat a treacherous foe. 

Since the defeat of Hitler the “cold 
war” has enabled Soviet Russia to 
carry on an aggressive campaign that 


. has kept the world in a state of armed 


truce, so there has been no peace. 
While the peace-and-safety cry was a 
marked characteristic of the pre-war 
days before World War I because of 
the general belief, universally held by 
most civilized men and women in 
Christendom, that war had been 
definitely outlawed, a cry of peace was 
to be made again by national leaders 
in a time, according to Ezekiel, “when 
there is no peace.” 

The leaders of God’s people are de- 
picted as saying, “‘Peace, Peace,” in a 
desperate endeavor to stave off an 
inevitable conflict of devastating pro- 
portions in a time when hostilities would 
already be in progress. Ezekiel de- 
clared that such a move would seduce 
the people by raising false hopes at a 
time when they should prepare for 
war. The leaders are shown as using 
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for their instrument to make such a 
move plausible a wall of defense that 
Ezekiel graphically describes as mani- 
festly unsubstantial because it is con- 
structed with untempered mortar and 
daubed with whitewash! 

Today, in the midst of conflict, Mr. 
Truman talks of peace and refers to 
the UN as an instrument of peace 
when actually it is a most unstable 
wall of defense and wholly impotent to 
establish world peace. The question 
naturally arises, Has the propaganda 
of the enemy reached into the White 
House? Obviously Soviet Russian 
propaganda has been to _ instigate 
moves in Anglo-Saxondom to spread 
the idea of peace while they, on the 
other hand, continue to prepare for 
conflict. Can it be that Presidential 
advisors are now mouthing Commu- 
nist insincerities since the Stockholm 
peace drive of the Kremlin has failed? 
The move to use the UN as the in- 
strument of peace — an organization 
so torn by strife with some of its mem- 
bers at war with each other that it is 
next to impossible to secure any deci- 
sion contrary to the wishes of Russia — 
was prophetically foretold over 2,500 
years ago. God told Ezekiel to prophesy 
against the modern leaders of His peo- 
ple who were speaking vain words and 
He accuses them: 


“Ye have not gone up into the gaps, 
neither made up the hedge for the house of 
Israel to stand in the battle in the day of 
the Lord.” (Ez. 13: 5.) 


It is particularly interesting here to 
note that the prophet declared this 
talk of peace, in a time of conflict, 
was to be made just prior to the battle 
of the Great and Terrible Day of the 
Lord. It is pointed out in “It Is Come; 
It is Done; This Is the Day” (this 
issue) that we have passed the twilight 
of conflict and are now entering the 
night of darkness when the events of 
the Great and Terrible Day of the 
Lord are about to become a reality. 

That our leaders who are at present 
mouthing peace overtures have failed 
to prepare us for the battle of that 
Great Day is very clear from the un- 
prepared state of our nation in the 
inception of the Korean conflict. As 
pointed out in “‘Whose Responsibil- 
ity?,”’ Destiny for September 1950: 


“The present weakness of our fighting 
forces in arms and equipment is charge- 
able to poor management, the President 
having impounded funds appropriated by 
Congress and earmarked for use in building 
a more powerful defense force. Since the 
commencement of the Korean war the 
facts are being revealed that Mr. ‘Truman 
alone is responsible for today’s seeming 
weakness in our nation’s fighting forces.” 


Our national leaders are woefully 
lacking in insight and are demonstrat- 
ing themselves to be almost destitute 
of understanding in persuading the 
people to trust that their peaceful 
expectations will be confirmed in com- 
ing events. The article, “It Is Come; 
It is Done; This Is the Day,” (this 
issue) referred to above, comments 
on the meaning of a snare, one defini- 
tion of which is that it may be “‘an at- 
tractive deception.” Nothing is more 
attractive to the American people to- 
day than assurance that peace is al- 
most here -—and nothing is further 
from the truth! In ““Truman Talks of 
Peace,” Human Events Supplement for 
October 25, 1950, Edna Lonigan com- 
ments: 


“There is something odd about Tru- 
man’s constant references to ‘peace.’ They 
have a hollow ring, as if someone were 
giving him the lines to read and as if he 
hoped they might become true if only he 
repeated them often enough.” 


Ezekiel declares such a vision of 
peace to be in vain and the statements 
of optimism he calls lies: 

“Because, even because they have se- 
duced my people, saying, Peace; and there 
was no peace; and one built up a wall, and, 
lo, others daubed it with untempered 
morter.” (Ez. 13: 10.) 


The UN as a wall of defense against 
evil aggression is also shown by Isaiah 
to be a fraud. This prophet refers to 
the agreements made with this or- 
ganization as a covenant with death 
and an agreement with hell (Isa. 
28:15). As pointed out in Destiny 
for September 1950: 


*“God’s appraisal of our covenant with 
the UN, whose orders we are taking in the 
conduct of the present conflict in Korea, is 
set forth through Isaiah as ‘a covenant 
with death,’ while, by our endeavor to sit 
in concord with Russia in the UN councils, 
we are declared to be in agreement with 
hell.” 
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It was further shown that the UN 
would be anything but a source of 
strength in the coming overwhelming 
destructiveness of world-wide conflict: 


“But hail shall throw down all the ref- 
uge of lies, and floods wash your den, and 
abolish your treaty with Death, and your 
League with the Pit [Hell] will not stand 
in the rush, When it passes and you are 
trod down!” (Isa. 28: 17-18, Ferrar Fenton 
Trans.) 


Commenting upon this prophecy, 
we observed further: 


“Thus, war in all its fury is to destroy 
the effectiveness of the UN and confound 
all those who have relied upon this world 
organization for protection.” 


Speaking of those responsible for de- 
ceiving His people by proclaiming 
peace in a time of war, the Lord de- 
clares through Ezekiel: 


*“Since they mislead my people by saying 
All is well, when all is not well, since these 
daubers whitewash any flimsy wall run up 
to safe-guard the people, tell such daubers 
that a deluge of rain is coming, huge hail- 
stones shall come down, and a stormy blast 
shall break out, till down falls the flimsy 
wall; and then you will be asked, will you 
not, What about your whitewash? The 
Lord the Eternal proclaims: I will let loose 
a stormy blast in my wrath, a deluge of 
rain in my anger, and hail-stones in my 
fury, destroying the wall you daubed with 
your whitewash, demolishing it till its very 
foundations are laid bare; the wall shall 
fall, and crush you under it.” (Ez. 13: 10- 
14, Moffatt Trans.) 





Not only is the UN likened to a 
flimsy wall, but every move to blind 
God’s people to the reality of subver- 
sive activities in our midst is also classi- 
fied as a clumsy wall whitewashed by 
the politicians to hide from the public 
the true facts concerning its traitorous 
fabrication. A clear example of this 
type of activity was furnished by 
the Tyding’s Committee investigations 
during the last session of Congress in 
their endeavor to whitewash the inves- 
tigation of subversive activities in the 
State Department. 

But the message of Almighty God is 
directed against those who are at- 
tempting to deceive His people. It is a 
message of anger and fury, containing 
the promise that, in the coming over- 
throw of their wall daubed with white- 
wash, the weight of the Divine judg- 
ment will crush them also. 

The volume of whitewash applied 
by the oratory and speeches of the 
supporters of the UN will not impart 
strength and power to this organiza- 
tion, enabling it to prevent war or be- 
come a defense against aggression. It 
may for a time obscure from sight the 
subversive foundation upon which the 
UN is built and make it seem to be 
respectable in the sight of the people, 
but the coming deluge will completely 
wash away all the whitewash and de- 
stroy the wall itself, exposing the rot- 
ten foundation. 


Husband 


The prophet declared that “One 
built up a wall,” and we think of one 
whose works follow him though he js 
dead, and who had a great deal to do 
with the original designing of the UN 
structure, his policies being carried 
out by his henchmen after his de- 
cease. Following the New Deal build- 
ing came the Truman Fair Deal and 
the prophet continues by saying, “‘And, 
lo, others daubed it with untempered 
morter,” just as the present adminis- 
tration is attempting to do, even to the 
extent that, instead of fighting under 
the Stars and Stripes, American armed 
forces are dying on the field of battle 
under the banner of the United Na- 
tions. 

A sad awakening lies ahead for, 
when the storm now gathering breaks 
in all of its fury, nothing will be left 
of the whitewash and the wall, and the 
foundation of intrigue and deceit laid 
at Teheran, Yalta and Potsdam will 
be fully exposed for all to see. Past 
honors conferred upon those who have 
copiously applied the whitewash in an 
endeavor to cover up the ineffective- 
ness of the UN will turn to dishonor as 
the exposure of their scheming arises 
to plague their memory. The living 
who have declared that the way to 
peace is through the UN in this time 
of war will be so discredited that 
Ezekiel declares their names will be 
removed from the registry of the great 
among God’s people.

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is translated “fellow,” “‘husband,” “man” and “‘sir.” 

I looked all these words up and found that instead of 
being translated “fellow,” it is translated ‘‘fellows;’’ also 
instead of being translated “‘sir,” it is translated ‘“‘sirs.” As 
“aner” is translated into both singular and plural English 
words, I thought I would look and see if it is translated 
“men.” Surely enough, it is translated “‘men” over eighty 
times. 

The Classic Greek Dictionary says that “‘aner’? means 
“a man” as opposite of woman. 

If we put a comma after “Joseph,” and change the 
word “husband” to ‘‘men”’ (male ancestors), we make it 
read: “And Jacob begat Joseph, the men [male ancestors] 
of Mary, of whom was born Jesus, who is called Christ.” 

All the listed generations of Jesus Christ from Abraham 
to Joseph were men; then came the virgin Mary, His 
mother, the opposite of the men.

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REVIEW OF WORLD AFFAIRS 


By KENNETH de COURCY 


London, November 1 (By CABLE) 
PREVAILING MEN in Russia have not dared to risk 
intercontinental war with the Atlantic Powers from 
1945 until now. Russia knows that despite her vast 
striking power she could not beat our A-bomb superiority 
and immense general potential until she is dominant in 
Asia and/or is in a position to destroy our ports by atomic 
and hydrogen bombs in the first phase of a struggle — or 
at least until the threat of this stops us from using our 
A-bombs (and H-bombs if any). 

At some point in 1952 to 1954, however, if things con- 
tinue along their present course, Russia may be able to 
threaten with A- and H-bombs more effectively than we 
can because of our great vulnerability and her immense 
spaces and unmapped industrial areas. Why, then, did she 
risk local wars which might end in defeat? She thought she 
had to do everything possible to extend her spheres of in- 
fluence in order to a) reduce her vulnerability; 5) increase 
her manpower; and c) gain new sources of raw material. 
It is questionable whether she has attained a. For example, 
if the UN forces remain in Korea, Russia’s vulnerability 
will be increased. Nevertheless, she has gained a great deal 
despite many reverses. In addition she has had the ad- 
vantage of making us fight with our main forces against 
her lesser satellites. This, some argue, has proved a success 
for Russia because it threatens to smash our economy and 
thus give Russia the political consequences she needs. 

Once on the move, however, we may develop on a large 
scale the answer to mass tank attack; methods of defense 
against A-bombs or H-bombs; defense against new types 
of submarines and advanced methods of defense against 
air and guided missile attacks, thus smashing the planned 
Soviet strategy. We may also make both Western Europe 
and the Middle East much harder nuts to crack. The 
Russians have balanced these factors and have decided, if 
possible, to stick to their policy of limited action and with- 
drawal when necessary until at least the 1952 date line. 
All our information has always suggested this would be so 
and it still does. In such a situation, however, a piece of 
secret information reaching either side might at any time 
convince the protagonists that it is dangerous to wait 
longer before striking at the center of aggression or de- 
fense. If possible, Russia would like to bog us down in Asia 
and gain still another two years at least. Russia, however, 
is now secretly building up a war psychology at home and 
she can and does, to some extent, play or threaten both 
games. She will, if she can, do almost anything in order to 
gain time, provided she does not suddenly reach the con- 
clusion that time is beginning to work against her. In any 
event, Russia is known to be planning even bigger military 
forces and great development of her atomic industry. The 
latest orders given to industry, the military authorities and 
her allies are clear enough. We can only relax at risk of 
disaster. 

A report from inside the Soviet Union has reached us via 
an Asiatic country that Russia’s plans are now as follows: 
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The major theatre for future operations is Asia. The Asi- 
atic theatre comprises the whole Pacific area. The Soviet 
Union will not actively participate until a later stage but 
will play a similar role to that of the United States during 
the opening part of the second world war; ?.¢., as an arsenal 
for the Asiatic belligerents. The Soviet Union’s role will be 
more effective than the United States’ in the first and 
second world wars because there is no ocean between 
Russia and other Asiatics. Once a state of war has come 
into existence in the Pacific area, the choice of time, place, 
etc., for battle will remain chiefly with the Asiatics. Rus- 
sia’s plan is thus quite clear and all reliable information 
confirms this — it is to build up a gigantic military ma- 
chine behind a wide screen of satellites. She is only too 
pleased to see the forces of the UN or the Atlantic Powers 
involved on the outskirts of that system or even deep 
within it if only the Soviet Union is not itself touched 
and if it can steadily increase its power. 

It is because this plan is so clear that many experts 
advise striking back not at satellites over a period of per- 
haps many years in exhausting but indecisive war but at 
the heart and inspiration of these aggressions, striking 
back before the inspirer can strike at us. While the Soviet 
inspired and directed forces retreated in Korea, it is 
argued Soviet inspired and directed pressures increased 
in other directions — the Indo-China war stiffens; Tibet 
is more heavily pressed, China herself thunders. Yet 
always the inspirer remains immune and its representa- 
tives even make some headway in public opinion as the 
sponsors of peace. That, many strategists say, points to 
one answer only. Another argument being used is this: 
Ghastly though the A-bomb is, while possessed in superior 
numbers by the West, it offers the only means of swiftly 
destroying Russia’s war-making capacity; viz., the oil 
areas. If the time ever comes that Russia can threaten us 
with worse or the same, the bomb might not be used by 
either side. That would reduce the West to competing 
with the vast hordes of Russia and China in a very long 
war. Such a prospect is not inviting. Hence the arguments 
(much disliked by most people) of striking while relatively 
small scale action might prove decisive. Such opinions 
are not likely to prevail but they are strongly held in 
certain quarters. 

A matter for concern in the Western Hemisphere is the 
increasing importance being attached by Russia to the 
Polar area. A further indication of Russian intentions is 
the sudden prominence of the Red Air Force generals, 
Michael Gromoff and Alexander Beliakoff, both expert 
polar fliers and authorities on American affairs. 

Air bases have been established at the mouth of the 
Indigirka and Kolyma Rivers and on Cape Cheliyushkina. 
These are equipped with fuel and ammunition and bomb- 
proof repair shops built under the frozen soil. They can be 
restocked by ship during the short summer. It is known 
that there are advance bases on the Severnaya Semlja and 
Wrangel Islands, and there are clear indications of the 
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existence of a larger and much more important one, 
north of the Wrangel Islands and in the region of the 
North Pole, the exact location of which is secret. The latter 
constitutes an ominous threat to the West. 


Professor Pontecorvo 


The disappearance of Professor Bruno Pontecorvo, if it 
is confirmed that he has reached Russia, is not only ex- 
tremely serious because of the information which he is in a 
position to give the Russians, but is a disgraceful incident 
for which British security authorities are heavily to blame. 
It is a well-known fact to most observers that a high pro- 
portion of atomic physicists have strong Left-wing leanings 
and are dangerously near to Communist convictions. 


Truman Meets MacArthur 


It was a dramatic gesture to influence public opinion 
according to the Washington official who flew with the 
President, but it was by no means the whole truth. The 
main object of the flight, in his view, was to provide a 
dramatic means of influencing American public opinion, 
which, the administration feels, has taken a most danger- 
ous swing since the sudden North Korean collapse towards 
a return to wishful optimism and unrealistic normalcy. 
*“"Now that we’ve shown Stalin that we mean business,” 
said a prominent New Yorker to one of our observers, 
“‘we won’t have any more trouble with the Russians. You 
can tell they’re scared by the way they’re trying to shake 
hands with us in the UN.” This was exactly the view that 
the Soviet representatives in the United States sought to 
build up by means of their full scale “‘peace offensive.” 
The President and the entire cabinet were profoundly 
disturbed by the immediate combined effect on American 
opinion of such Russian smooth words and the MacArthur 
military successes. A wide gulf suddenly separated the 
government and the people. 

In the face of powerful signs of a softening of American 
morale, President Truman and members of his cabinet 
knew that what was needed to counter the new and 
dangerous trend of public opinion was the immediate 
application of home-front controls. Mr. Truman had to 
find some other way to bring a sense of danger to Ameri- 
cans. He decided to fly to Wake Island to meet General 
MacArthur — a dramatic gesture to draw the entire na- 
tion’s attention to himself. ‘The stage was set, the climax 
carefully planned, for Mr. Truman to speak with maxi- 
mum effect to the American people. 

In such a setting, Mr. Truman made his nation-wide 
broadcast. There were grave questions left unanswered by 
President Truman—vast and dangerous questions, 
affecting the future not only of Americans but of the entire 
human family. Will the American people stand for a re- 
duction in their standard of living while the nation is not 
involved in a shooting war and while the Russians smile 
and talk peace? Will Americans allow their personal free- 
dom to be circumscribed by economic controls in a period 
of silent preparation that looks and feels like peace? Will 
the feeling develop that, once Korea is over, the danger is 
over? Will Congress relax and refuse to provide the millions 
needed for the security of the Western world? 


British Politics 
Most Conservative political experts say that the general 
election will take place not later than February 1951 — 
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perhaps earlier. They say that the present government is 
reluctant to face another budget before making a popular 
appeal. This view is not fully shared by many neutral 
observers. 

The Conservatives think they will win. This confidence 
is largely based on votes expected from Liberals, though 
much will depend upon what general or local arrange- 
ments are made between the parties. Neutral observers 
are not so sure but think that nothing short of a gigantic 
political effort with a new approach will change the 
situation in the near future. 


Developments in Italy 


Italy gives a general outward impression of prosperity. 
People are working and reconstruction is making progress. 
The Holy Year has attracted an impressive number of 
visitors to Rome. On looking below the surface, however, 
the first rather enthusiastic reactions begin to fade. Prices 
are staggeringly high and well out of proportion to wages. 
Foreign visitors are being frightened away by exorbitant 
charges. Next year’s tourist traffic is likely to be disappoint- 
ing. Unemployment, bad enough already, threatens to 
become still worse. Few workers are really confident of 
keeping their jobs. The peasants are dissatisfied. Tenants 
are embittered. 

The political battle for Italy is more closely run than 
mere numbers would suggest. The Communists are far 
from having a majority, but they have a very dangerous 
measure of power and influence. On the whole, it seems 
likely that the government can still hope to control any 
violent Communist action in peacetime. To rely on Italian 
military effectiveness in the event of war would, however, 
be overoptimistic. 


The Situation in Burma 


Chinese forces under General Liu-Po-chang are con- 
centrating increasingly on the Burmese frontier. It is esti- 
mated that about 25 divisions are taking part, including 
battle-hardened troops from Northern China. Growing 
quantities of arms of Czech and East German origin are 
arriving, and there is at least one great arms dump in 
Kyeng-Hung. These movements are known to the Burmese 
staff and, although they refuse to admit it publicly, are 
causing them considerable alarm since their troops are not 
in shape to face an organized foreign enemy besides 
insurgents. 


Indonesia 


This newly-formed Republic, as yet quite unable to run 
its own affairs, is using every possible means to force the 
Dutch to hand over Dutch New Guinea to the misrule that 
reigns in its own vast territories. Indonesia has not one 
shred of justification to offer for her claim to New Guinea 
other than that it is ruled by the Dutch. The inhabitants 
are a completely different race, and the Indonesians could 
as well lay claim to Suriname and Curacao.

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Omens of Devastation 


October 23, 1950 
AR FROM BEING fortuitous and 
Pearce the events which make 
the news headlines are part of a 
precise and delicately-balanced proc- 
ess designed to achieve a foreordained 
Divine objective at a certain set time. 
The period allotted to the Anglo- 
Saxon nations for undertaking volun- 
tary compliance with the Divine stat- 
utes expired in 1936. Since then Anglo- 
Saxondom has met with unrelenting 
tribulation which will soon shatter 
from them the yoke of traditional 
errors and turn them into the one road 
that can lead to peace and stability. 

The interrelation of various phases 
of the judgment process is plainly evi- 
dent in the events charted this month. 
Of particular interest is the manner in 
which the United States preparedness 
effort stemming from the Korean war 
is beginning to affect the world eco- 
nomic structure. Mounting inflation 
in the United States led Canada to 
free its dollar from Monetary Fund 
restrictions. In the open market, 
Canada’s dollar strengthened in rela- 
tion to that of the United States. 
Since the United States dollar was the 
one great stabilizing influence on the 
world economy, its weakening is omi- 
nous. 

Also significant is the close link 
between events in the Far East and 
those in Europe. Communist victories 
in Indo-China disastrously weakened 
the French position there and rocked 
the already shaky French government 
in Paris. This at a time when the 
Western Powers are relying upon 
France for a major share in the defense 
of Western Europe. 

But Western Europe’s defenses against 
Communist armies remained in the 
conference or “on paper” stage. The 
North Atlantic Pact Council decided 
to establish an integrated force to 
defend Europe, but deferred the ques- 
tion of German participation for 
further study. This came shortly after 
the Big Three Foreign and Defense 
Ministers, meeting in extraordinary 
session, failed to agree on what degree 
of German rearmament should be 
allowed. Reluctance of French public 
opinion to see its traditional enemy

rearmed was the prime stumbling 
block. 

The September 26 action of the 
North Atlantic Pact Council came 666 
days solar before August 2, 1952. The 
latter date will close a 2520-day solar 
period after the Potsdam Communique 
was issued on August 2, 1945 (top of 
chart). It was at the Potsdam Confer- 
ence that Russia and the Western 
Powers shaped their futile agreements 
upon the future of defeated Germany. 

Meanwhile, on September 24 East- 
ern Germany became a full-fledged 
Soviet satellite linked with other 
states in the Russian orbit by a series 
of “friendship” and economic treaties. 
The East German republic immedi- 
ately opened a sweeping new purge 
campaign against “saboteurs and West- 
ern agents.” This came 420 days after 
the Russian-Manchurian trade pact 
of July 31, 1949 (lower half of chart). 
In addition, September 24 was 1290 
plus two days after the Truman Doc- 
trine for containing Communism was 
proclaimed on March 12, 1947 (not 
charted). 

Also indicative of Soviet intentions 
was the October 4 general strike in 
Austria. As a strike the project failed, 
being turned into a Communist rout 
when workers and police in the Soviet 
Zone battled the Communists hand- 
to-hand at the gates of factories and 
railroad stations. But Soviet troops, 
more flagrantly violating international 
agreements than ever before, actually 
protected Red rioters from Austrian 
police sent to restore order. This hap- 
pened 666 plus two days before August 
2, 1952 (top of chart). 

The Allied landings at Inchon in 
Korea, noted on last month’s chart, 
quickly cracked the Communist arm- 
ies. American and South Korean 
forces captured the South Korean 
capital of Seoul on September 28. On 
the same day the United States ad- 
vanced a six-point program for uniting 
Korea under United Nations guidance 
and providing it large-scale economic 
aid. 
These two September 28 events 
came 666 days lunar before July 15, 
1952. The latter date closes a 2520-day 
solar period after the Potsdam Confer- 


ence opened on July 15, 1945 (upper 
half of chart). September 28, 1950 was 
also 7 x 120 days lunar after the Berlin 
currency war began on June 22, 1948. 
All-out efforts by the United States 
defeated the Soviet blockade of Berlin 
(through the airlift) and hurled back 
the Communist invaders of South 
Korea. Neither victory, however, seri- 
ously affected Russian war-making 
potential, being more embarrassing 
than damaging to the Soviets. 

Canada freed its dollar from Mone- 
tary Fund restrictions on September 
30. There had been a large influx of 
United States dollars as Americans 
sought to secure their funds against 
the eroding effects of inflation in the 
United States. Strengthening of the 
Canadian dollar, weakening of the 
American financial structure, and 
reports that Britain might again re- 
value its pound all combined to indi- 
cate mounting confusion in the world 
money markets as final judgment upon 
economic Babylon neared. 

The extremely significant chrono- 
logical cycles marking September 30 
are mapped near the bottom of the 
chart. Note especially the 666 days 
inclusive extending from September 
go to July 26, 1952. The latter date 
links to Britain’s devaluation of the 
pound through a cycle of 1040 plus 
two days, and to the election of 
Britain’s Labor Government through 
a 2520 solar cycle. September 30 was 
also 420 days solar after the July 31, 
1949 Soviet-Manchurian trade pact 
and 666 days solar before August 6, 
1952. That last date closes a 2520-day 
solar period after the release of the 
first atom bomb on August 6, 1945. 

An October 1 ultimatum from 
General Douglas MacArthur demanded 
that the North Koreans surrender or 
suffer “‘early and total defeat.’’ On the 
same day South Korean troops crossed 
the 38th Parallel into Communist 
North Korean territory. These events 
came 1600 days after attempts to 
draft World War II peace terms col- 
lapsed on May 15, 1946 (near center of 
chart). The new phase of the judg- 
ment process marked by this 1600 
terminal finds the United States in 
open conflict with a Communist 
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satellite, but still not yet at grips with 
the body of the Soviet octopus. 
'¥¢The October 1 date also found 
Premier Chou En-lai of Communist 
China reiterating China’s determina- 
tion to “‘liberate’”’ Formosa and Tibet 
and declaring the American Govern- 
ment to be “China’s most dangerous 
enemy.” 

It became evident during October 
that new Communist conquests in 
Asia were to cancel out the MacArthur 
victory in Korea. On October 4 the 
French announced that their forces 
in Indo-China had abandoned an- 
other outpost on the Red China fron- 
tier. The troops involved in this 
deployment were to meet with an- 
other column pushing northwest from 
Thatkhe. 

Significantly, the date upon which 
the French announced their with- 
drawal from Caobang fell 666 days 
after December 7, 1948 when entrap- 
ment of the Chinese garrison defend- 
ing Suchow opened the way for swift 
Communist conquest of all China 
(near top of chart). The 1948 date, in 
turn, was 2520 days solar after the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor in 
1941. As indicated, October 4, 1950 
was also 666 plus two days before 
August 2, 1952. 

The retreating French forces were 
ambushed by Vietminh Communists 
and all but wiped out. This five-day 
battle ended on October 9. The date 
(not charted) fell 2 x 286 days solar 
after the French on March 8, 1949 
sought to strengthen their position by 
returning Bao Dai to head a federation 
of Indo-Chinese states. The time-cycle 
marks October 9 as foreshadowing 
“displacement” of the French from 
Indo-China. 

The French communique announc- 
ing the disaster came on October 10. 
This was 7 x 120 days after June 22, 
1948 and 666 days before August 6, 
1952 (center of chart). In succeeding 
days the French abandoned their last 
frontier outpost, leaving the whole 
border area in control of the Vietminh 
rebels. 

The United Nations, meanwhile, 
had received a United States plan 
calling for emergency sessions of the 
Assembly when vetoes stall the Secur- 
ity Council, UN peace patrols at 
world trouble spots, and pledges of 
troop units from UN members to 
combat aggression. The Soviet Union 
rejected this prospectus on the October 
10 date. Russia also announced that 
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it would propose a Big Five conference 
to map steps for preserving world 
peace. 

The North Korean government 
flatly rejected United Nations sur- 
render demands on October 11 and 
ordered its Communist forces to fight 
to the death. This was 1290 days solar 
after the Truman Doctrine for contain- 
ing Communism was proclaimed on 
March 12, 1947 (not charted). 

On October 13 Soviet Foreign 
Minister Vishinsky promised that Rus- 
sia would meet the West “halfway” 
if the West entered new Big Power 
peace talls. This followed the standard 
Kremlin procedure of lulling with soft 
words between acts of aggression. The 
date of this Russian offer is appropri- 
ately marked, it falling at the terminal 
of a perfected “desolation” cycle of 
1290 solar plus two days after March 
12, 1947 (not charted). 

Washington officials disclosed, also 
on October 13, that France had asked 
for over three billion dollars in aid for 
its armed forces during 1951. Aid for 
France could easily be money wasted. 
The French homeland, its morale 
sapped by Communist propaganda, 
would from all reports offer no stiffer 
resistance to invading Russians than 
to Hitler’s blitz in 1940. 

Important decisions affecting United 
States policy in the Far East were made 
on October 14 when President Tru- 
man met General Douglas MacArthur 
on Wake Island. Discussed were the 
rehabilitation of Korea, the forth- 
coming Japanese peace treaty, and 
further United States steps to counter 
the spread of Communism in the Far 
East. This was 1890 days solar after 
the Potsdam Conference opened on 
July 15, 1945 and 666 days solar after 
December 7, 1948. Follow out the 
cycles near the top of the chart and 
note that October 14, 1950 was also 
2520 plus 666 days (both solar) after 
the December 7, 1941 Japanese attack 
on Pearl Harbor. 

Also on October 14 the United 
States Army announced that it was 
strengthening its garrison in Berlin. 
This move was seen as a warning to 
the Russians. 

Economic and financial difficulties 
caused the government of the Jewish 
state of Israel to fall on October 15. 
Religious bloc members in Prime 
Minister Ben-Gurion’s cabinet op- 
posed his appointment of a new 
Minister of Commerce and Industry. 
Beset by inflation, its population 


frantically “scare buying” any avail- 
able tangible commodities, the Jewish 
state faces a troublous future. Fall of 
the Ben-Gurion government adds yet 
another element of instability to the 
Middle Eastern situation. It came as 
unconfirmed reports from Istanbul 
told of Soviet troop concentrations on 
the frontier bordering Turkey and 
Iran. 

The Israeli government fell 666 days 
lunar after December 28, 1948 when 
the United Nations received the 
British resolution on ending Arab- 
Jewish warfare in the Negeb desert 
(bottom of chart). The 1948 date, in 
turn, was 9 x 1260 days after the 
British entered Jerusalem on Decem- 
ber 11, 1917. Since economic troubles 
caused the Israeli cabinet crisis, it is 
also significant that October 15, 1950 
fell 1040 days before August 20, 1953. 
The solar terminal of this 1040 cycle 
marked Canada’s move in freeing its 
dollar. 

October 15 also brought the East 
German election which Western ob- 
servers saw as Russia’s decisive step 
toward complete Sovietization of its 
new puppet. 

During the Korean conflict the 
United States was unable to gain the 
unqualified support of the Indian 
government. Far from backing the 
American struggle in behalf of a free 
Korea, Prime Minister Nehru bent 
his efforts toward achieving a “com- 
promise” between Russia and the 
West. On October 16 the Indian 
leader issued a statement deploring 
the crossing of the 38th Parallel by 
United Nations forces. In addition 
he opposed American policy toward 
Communist China and the American 
plan for United Nations military units. 
The blindness of Asiatic leaders who 
hope to compromise with the Kremlin 
will expedite Communist conquest in 
this theatre. The Nehru _ statement 
came 666 days lunar before August 2, 
1952 (top of chart). 

Allied forces on October 19 cap- 
tured the North Korean capital of 
Pyongyang. On the same day the 
United Nations Political Committee 
formally approved a plan for swift 
General Assembly action against ag- 
gression. It also placed Russia on a 
trouble-shooting ‘‘Peace Observation 
Commission,” a move which assured 
that the commission will be of little 
service to the cause of peace. The date 
was 7 x 120 days after Russia ended 
Four-Power rule of Berlin on July !, 
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1948 (not charted). 

A major Soviet “‘cold war” move in 
Europe was foreshadowed when lead- 
ers of eight Communist nations met in 
Prague on October 20. The conference 
convened as Russia, through formal 
protests to the three Western Powers, 
warned she would not tolerate the 
revival of “the German regular army 
in Western Germany.” The date fell 
666 days lunar before August 6, 1952 
(upper center of chart). 

A race between Russia and the West 
to rearm divided Germany appeared 
certain on October 22 following pub- 
lication of the four-point Soviet pro- 
posal for a German settlement framed 
by the Communist conference in 
Prague. While viewed more as propa- 
ganda than diplomacy, the emphasis 
which the Prague declaration placed 
on the move to incorporate Germans 
into Western defenses revealed that 
this proposed step had severely shaken 
the Kremlin leaders. 

Meanwhile, the French cabinet split 
over the issue of rearming Germany. 
Leaders of the cabinet met on Oc- 
tober 22 in an attempt to reach agree- 
ment before debate in the Assembly. 

Note at the center of the chart that 
October 22 was 7 x 120 days solar 
after the Berlin currency war began on 
June 22, 1948. The French Assembly 
debate, scheduled for October 24, 
would fall on the perfected terminal of 
this cycle and also 1600 days solar 
after the Paris Conference collapsed 
on May 15, 1946. 

Clear trends are evident in the 
month’s news. The West has won a 
local victory in Korea, but powerful 
Chinese Communist armies are set for 


’ action against Indo-China, Tibet or 


Formosa. American aid promised the 
French in Indo-China, even if it 
arrives in time, will not prevent 
further swift Communist penetration 
into Southeast Asia. Meanwhile, the 
Soviets proceed steadily with their 
program for Germany. 

Repercussions of the American eco- 
nomic position will more sharply 
influence world events as the months 
pass. Weakened by deficit financing, 
beset by inflationary pressures, the 
American economy is simply not equal 
to the burdens being thrust upon it. 
Worried officials already note that 
arms appropriations buy far less than 
planned for when the bills passed 
Congress. World developments will 
still further overload the economic

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A Charge To Keep 


MONG THE GREAT Kingdom par- 
A ables found in the Gospels 
none is more remarkable in 
depth or in the scope of its application 
than the parable recorded in Luke 
19: 11-27, commonly called the Par- 
able of the Pounds. One purpose of 
this parable, insofar as it concerned the 
people to whom Jesus related the 
story, was to correct the erroneous 
belief that the Kingdom of God would 
be completely established at that time. 
Luke explains this in verse 11 by 
saying: 

“And as they heard these things, he 
added and spake a parable, because he 
was nigh to Jerusalem, and because they 
thought that the kingdom of God should 
immediately appear.” 


Then the parable begins as follows: 


**He said therefore, A certain nobleman 
went into a far country to receive for him- 
self a kingdom, and to return. And he 
called his ten servants, and delivered them 
ten pounds, and said unto them, Occupy 
till I come. But his citizens hated him, and 
sent a message after him, saying, We will 
not have this man to reign over us. And it 
came to pass, that when he was returned, 
having received the kingdom, then he 
commanded these servants to be called 
unto him, to whom he had given the 
money, that he might know how much 
every man had gained by trading.” (Luke 
19: 12-15.) 

The setting of this parable was 
familiar to the people who heard it. 
In that period of history it was not 
unusual for a prominent citizen to go 
to Rome and obtain the investiture of 
a kingdom tributary to Rome; nor 
would it have been counted unusual if 
he had first tested his servants to know 
their fitness for official positions when 
he had received the kingdom. As in all 
allegoric teaching, the application is 
implied rather than stated. Jesus does 
not say that He is the nobleman of the 
parable, but His meaning is clear. 
His parable is a prophecy of His own 
departure; of continued opposition to 
His rule; of a time of testing for His 
servants; of His triumphant return. 
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“Occupy till I come”

Jesus Himself is the Prince who goes 
to a far country to receive a kingdom. 
“He teaches here, as always, that His 
departure is the prerequisite to His 
investiture with the visible sover- 
eignty of the world; that many long 
days must pass before He comes again; 
but that, while absent, He is not idle, 
but carrying on that ‘asking’ which 
from of old was declared to be the 
condition of His recovering ‘the utter- 
most parts of the earth’ for a posses- 
sion” (Maclaren). 

Before the Kingdom is manifested 
to all, a series of events involving a long 
period of time must transpire. Three 
different lines of activity may be 
traced in these events: first, that of the 
Prince in a faraway land, where His 
heavenly coronation was witnessed by 
John in his vision on the Isle of Patmos; 
second, that of the servants who were 
called and charged with their responsi- 
bilities; and third, that of enemies in 
the territory which is to be His King- 
dom, who oppose Him with increasing 
fury up to the very day of His return. 

It is easy enough to identify the 
“nobleman” of the parable, but who 
are the “servants” and the “citizens’’? 
One Biblical commentator says: ““The 
citizens are to be distinguished from 
the servants. The citizens represent 
Christ’s enemies. The servants repre- 
sent Christ’s friends and followers.” 
Another writes: “The parable sets 
forth the twofold relation in which the 
ruler stands. 1) To his servants. 2) To 
his subjects. The servants represent 
the apostles and disciples; their faith- 
fulness or unfaithfulness to the trust 
committed to them is praised or 
blamed; the citizens represent the 
Jewish people, and their disobedience 
to their rightful Lord is punished.” 

All these statements are true as far 
as they go; however, they fall short of 
plumbing the depths of the hidden 
meaning in Jesus’ words. A full ex- 
planation of the people and events 
involved in this parable cannot be 
stated so simply. It must be viewed in 
relation to other parables and state- 


ments which shed light on the implica- 
tions of His lessons. 

It is undoubtedly correct to say that 
the “citizens” are the unbelieving 
Jews, who represented what then 


‘remained of the House of Judah. They 


were the inhabitants of Judea. When 
Jesus came they were the custodians 
of the sanctuary and its sacred treas- 
ures within the bounds of the Holy 
City. Being keepers of the Temple and 
the Holy Scriptures, they should have 
recognized Christ as the long-awaited 
Messiah; instead, they dogged His 
steps with hatred and opposition every 
day of His earthly ministry. 

Jesus addressed the Parable of the 
Wicked Husbandmen to these same 
citizens. He tells how the evil husband- 
men beat the servants; and that when 
they saw the householder’s son com- 
ing, they said, “This is the heir; come, 
let us kill him, and let us seize on his 
inheritance.” For this treachery the 
husbandmen were discharged and the 
vineyard let out to new overseers. 
**Therefore say I unto you,” continued 
Jesus, ““The kingdom of God shall be 
taken from you, and given to a nation 
bringing forth the fruits thereof.’ The 
chief priests and Pharisees “perceived 
that he spake of them.” (See Matt. 
21: 33-46.) 

The Parable of the Unjust Steward 
pertains to the same malicious citizens. 
The steward, called to give an account 
of his stewardship, is accused of wast- 
ing his master’s goods and is stunned 
to hear the verdict, ““Thou mayest be 
no longer steward.” (See Luke 16: I- 
9.) 

Coming back to the Parable of the 
Pounds and the departure of the 
nobleman on his long journey, we 
read, “But his citizens hated him, and 
sent a message after him, saying, We 
will not have this man to reign over 
us.” 

Thus, these three parables are 
closely related. The wicked husband- 
men, the unjust steward, the citizens 
who hated the Son and rejected Him 
as king — all are definitely identified 
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by Jesus Himself as antagonistic 
Jewry. Their betrayal of a sacred trust, 
their enmity against the Son of God, 
lost them the custody of the Kingdom 
of God. Henceforth the Kingdom 
would be given to another nation. It 
would be let out to new husbandmen, 
new stewards, new citizens, “‘which 
shall render Him the fruits in their 
seasons.” 

Accordingly, before the nobleman 
left to receive for himself a kingdom, 
“he called his ten servants, and de- 
livered them ten pounds, and said 
unto them, Occupy till I come.”? Who 
are these servants? And why did the 
Master specify éen servants and ten 
pounds? 

Let us repeat for further considera- 
tion that the little dependency known 
as the Nation of the Jews was all that 
remained of the former Kingdom of 
Judah. If God’s Kingdom on earth be 
taken from that nation, as Jesus said, 
to what nation would it be given? 
Note particularly that He said it would 
be given to a “‘nation”’— not a church — 
“bringing forth the fruits thereof.” 

Obviously only one other nation 
was eligible for the appointment, and 
that was the ten-tribed nation or 
Kingdom of Israel; for, if the responsi- 
bilities and treasures of the Kingdom 
of God had been given to any people 
besides Judah or Israel, the transac- 
tion would have been a violation of 
God’s immutable and unconditional 
covenant with Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob-Israel. 

The objection may be raised — and 
it is a reasonable one — that in Jesus’ 
day the ten-tribed Israel Kingdom was 
broken and scattered among Gentile 
nations. How, then, could Jesus trans- 
fer His Kingdom to them? The mystery 
is explained in the writings of the 
great prophets. Our Lord, of course, 
knew the end from the beginning. 
He was shortly to offer up Himself to 
redeem these Israel people from their 
divorced state, after which they would 
receive the Gospel and be regathered 
nationally to accomplish His purpose. 
These are the people He had in mind 
when He said, “‘I am not sent but unto 
the lost sheep of the house of Israel” 
(Matt. 15: 24). He had them in mind, 
too, when He sent forth the twelve 
disciples, saying, “Go not into the way 
of the Gentiles, and into any city of 
the Samaritans enter ye not: but go 
rather to the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel” (Matt. 10: 5-6). 

Two-tribed Judah had not been 
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divorced. The Jews were never lost 
either as to their identity or their 
place of residence; they were never 
called “lost sheep.” The term is used 
by the prophets, especially Isaiah, 
Jeremiah and Ezekiel, to designate the 
state of the Israelites of the northern 
kingdom after the Assyrian Captivity. 

The Apostle Peter clearly referred 
to these same people when he wrote 
his First Epistle “to the strangers 
throughout Pontus, Galatia, Cappa- 
docia, Asia, and Bithynia, elect accord- 
ing to the foreknowledge of God the 
Father —”’; and closed the second 
chapter with these words, “For ye 
were as sheep going astray; but are now 
returned unto the Shepherd and 
Bishop of your souls.” 

Now the parable begins to fit into 
the pattern of history. ‘The ten servants 
are the ten tribes, the lost sheep of 
Israel. Having wilfully abandoned 
the restraining influence of Divine 
law and the spiritual messages of 
the prophets, they wandered blindly 
among the Gentiles for so many cen- 
turies that they had come to re- 
gard themselves as Gentiles. Speaking 
through Isaiah, the Lord said: 


“Who is blind, but my servant? ... 
I will bring the blind by a way that they 
knew not; I will lead them in paths that 
they have not known: I will make darkness 
light before them, and crooked things 
straight. These things will I do unto them, 
and not forsake them.” 


So the Father remembered them; 
not one was lost from His sight while 
they moved unconsciously in the 
direction of His will, as declared by 
the prophet Amos: 


‘Behold, the eyes of the Lord God are 
upon the sinful kingdom, and I will destroy 
it from off the face of the earth; saving that 
I will not utterly destroy the house of 
Jacob, saith the Lord. For, lo, I will com- 
mand, and I will sift the house of Israel 
among all nations, like as corn is sifted in 
a sieve, yet shall not the least grain fall 
upon the earth. ... And I will bring 
again the captivity of my people of Israel, 
and they shall build the waste cities, and 
inhabit them . . . they shall also make 
gardens, and eat the fruit of them. And I 
will plant them upon their land... 
which I have given them, saith the Lord 
thy God.” (Amos g: 8-9; 14-15.) 


Although there was a final disper- 
sion of the Jews, Amos is not referring 
to them; their history for the past 
nineteen centuries does not fulfill his 
prophecy; neither should present-day 


Zionist schemes be mistaken for a 
fulfillment of such prophecies concern- 
ing Israel. The first part of this proph- 
ecy shows what happened to the ten 
tribes between the Assyrian Captivity 
and the Christian Era; the last part 
describes their activities after the Lord 
called them as His “ten servants”? and 
entrusted them with the Kingdom 
which had been taken from the Jews. 

“He called his ten servants, and 
delivered them ten pounds, and said 
unto them, Occupy till I come.”’ The 
ten pounds represent the business 
affairs of Christ’s Kingdom. These ten 
servants are charged with the steward- 
ship of the Kingdom on earth during 
the absence of the King. 

The time element in this parable is 
quite definite. Christ called His ten 
servants at the time of His First Ad- 
vent. By His sacrificial death He re- 
deemed lost Israel in a special sense 
and opened the door of salvation for 
all mankind. Then came His resurrec- 
tion and His ascension to the Father 
“‘to receive for himself a kingdom — 
and to return.” Therefore, the ten 
servants are to “occupy” throughout 
the Christian Era, until His return. 
‘Till I come”’ limits the trading season. 
*‘When Christ comes, probation ends” 
(Wylie). It is now their responsibility 
to do the work of the Kingdom and 
guard its priceless treasures. These ten 
servants may be rightly identified in 
the world today by locating the peo- 
ple who, in spite of their unworthiness 
individually and nationally, feel the 
deepest sense of obligation toward 
God and their fellow men. 

Among the goods of the Kingdom 
which must be guarded and used to ac- 
complish the Master’s purpose, doubt- 
less the first in importance is the sacred 
Word, including the law, the prophets 
and the glorious Gospel of Jesus Christ. 
Then there is the Church which was 
ordained to teach and preach the 
Word, to train and commission work- 
ers for the Kingdom, and to maintain 
from generation to generation the 
faith “‘once delivered to the saints” — 
that is, to the People of the everlasting 
Covenant. There is also the Sabbath 
which the Lord instituted to be “a 
sign between me and the children of 
Israel for ever” (Ex. 31: 16-17), and 
is observed today almost nowhere in 
the world except among English- 
speaking peoples. Another treasure is 
the Throne of David — the Lord’s 
throne in Israel — now in the custody 
of Great Britain. It is a symbol of 
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God’s sovereignty and is the throne 
referred to in Isaiah 9: 7 and in Luke 
I: 32. 

Finally the Master returns from the 
far country. Then the day of auditing 
and awards is at hand. “‘And it came 
to pass, that when he was returned, 
having received the kingdom, then he 
commanded these servants to be called 
unto him, to whom he had given the 
money, that he might know how much 
every man had gained by trading.” 
Note particularly that this phase of 
the parable, verses 15-26, concerns 
only the ten servants. They must give 
an account of services rendered during 
the Master’s absence. The rebellious 
“citizens” are not mentioned here; 
their judgment comes later. Of the 
faithful servants, their Lord says: 


**Then came the first, saying, Lord, thy 
pound hath gained ten pounds. And he 
said unto him, Well, thou good servant: 
because thou hast been faithful in a very 
little, have thou authority over ten cities. 
And the second came, saying, Lord, thy 
pound hath gained five pounds. And he 
said likewise to him, Be thou also over five 
cities.” (Luke 19: 16-19.) 


We see here, as Maclaren says, that 
there are varieties in the profits. 
“Christ rewards, not success, but 
diligence. It is not all the same whether 
we have traded with our pound or 
hidden it in a napkin. A higher sphere 
of service is granted to the diligent 
traders.” Diligence, however, is not 
the only test of loyal service. ““Outward 
respect for a present master,”’ writes 
Hastings, “‘is no test of character, no 
evidence that his servants are fit for 
the positions to which they aspire. 
But faithfulness to a long-absent Lord, 
faithfulness to past memories, faithful- 
ness to present duties and responsibili- 
ties, faithfulness to an undying hope 
that He shall come, will come, even 
though He seem to tarry long — that 
will test the character, and that will be 
rewarded with undreamt-of honour” 
(Homiletic Com., Luke, p. 508). 

Of the faithless servant, his Lord 


says: 


“And another came, saying, Lord, 
behold, here is thy pound, which I have 
kept laid up in a napkin: for I feared thee, 
because thou art an austere man: thou 
takest up that thou layedst not down, and 
reapest that thou didst not sow. And he 
saith unto him, Out of thine own mouth 
will I judge thee, thou wicked servant. 
. . » And he said unto them that stood by, 
Take from him the pound, and give it to 
him that hath ten pounds. . . . For I say 
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unto you, That unto every one which hath 
shall be given; and from him that hath 
not, even that he hath shall be taken away 
from him.” (Luke 19: 20-26.) 


This man knows what to do but he 
“‘doeth it not,” therefore, “‘to him it is 
sin” (James 4: 17). He began in nega- 
tive excellence and ended in positive 
disobedience. His excuse was fear, 
though that should have impelled him 
to make some effort to do his duty. His 
trouble was indifference and idleness 
rather than fear. The following para- 
graph sizes him up quite well. 


*‘This man, it seems to me, represents a 
believer who has not found salvation 
in Jesus Christ to be as attractive as he 
had expected —a legal Christian, who 
knows nothing of the grace of the gospel, 
and is acquainted only with its moral 
requirements. It seems to him that the 
Lord asks a great deal, and gives very 
little. This feeling leads him to do as little 
as possible. He thinks that God ought to be 
content with abstinence from evil-doing, 
and with an outward respect to His 
gospel.” (Godet.) 


Such a man is doomed to disap- 
pointment and shame. He has not been 
about his Master’s business. He has 
built no hedges, neither has he closed 
any gaps, to protect the interests of the 
Kingdom; when the foe invades its 
sacred precincts to pillage and destroy, 
he does nothing about it. Furthermore, 
this man put up no effort to extend 
the Kingdom and increase his Lord’s 
goods. Through inactivity he lost the 
capacity for love and service; so, when 
faced with his failure, he could only 
say, “‘Lord, behold, here is thy pound, 
which I have kept laid up in a nap- 
kin.”” He had kept it — but he had 
not used it. Therefore his Lord said, 
“Take it from him.” This sentence is 
strictly in keeping with a natural law 
that prevails in our world. If any mem- 
ber of one’s body lies inactive for a 
time, its power is diminished or de- 
stroyed by the very fact of its disuse. 
The soul of man progressively deteri- 
orates by refusing to co-operate with 


Last of all the nobleman of the 
parable deals with his “citizens”” who 
hate him. They cast their lot against 
him openly, believing that he will 
never receive the kingdom and become 
a king with power over them. They 
state their position clearly, ““We will 
not have this man to reign over us.” 
Thus the die was cast. What will be 
their fate if the Lord does return and 


take the throne of His Kingdom on 
earth? The answer is brief and final: 


*‘But those mine enemies, which would 
not that I should reign over them, bring 
hither, and slay them before me.” (Luke 
19: 27.) 

Perhaps this sentence of death will 
not surprise evil men who prefer the 
rule of a Barabbas to a righteous Lord. 
Have they not known all along what 
their end will be if Christ should re- 
turn? Their surprise will be induced 
by the actual coming of the crucified 
Lord to take the throne of David, as 
prophets and angels have said. They 
boldly stake their future on the belief 
that this will not happen. In refusing 
Christ the Saviour, they stand con- 
demned before Christ the King. 

Maclaren, the Scottish clergyman 
and author, gives an excellent sum- 
mary of this section of the parable in 
the paragraph which follows: 


*“The parable is not complete with the 
rewards and retribution of the servants. 
Its purpose was to portray the course of 
events which must precede the appearance 
of the kingdom, and the stern judgment 
which should inaugurate it. In fact, it is 
the programme of the world’s history till 
the end, and the enemies are as important, 
though not as conspicuous, a part of the 
whole as the servants. They represent 
primarily the Jews, but it is surely an 
incongruous thrusting of history into 
parable to take the terrible vengeance on 
them, which is the very last act of the king 
after he has returned, as meaning nothing 
more than the destruction of Jerusalem. 
Surely the ‘slaying’ here is more terrible 
than physical death. It points to that same 
awful retribution of hatred and opposition 
to the King of which the New Testament 
is full. That expression ‘before me’ leads 
us tremblingly to think of ‘everlasting 
destruction from the presence of the 
Lord.’ ’’ (Hom. Com., Luke, p. 508.) 


It is customary to interpret the 
Parable of the Pounds in relation to 
the individual only. Unquestionably 
it does apply to the Christian believer 
and places upon him obligations which 
he cannot escape without losing every- 
thing. But this is not the full scope of 
its meaning. It applies also to our 
attitudes, responsibilities, activities and 
faithfulness as a servant nation — 
otherwise, it would not be stated in 
terms of a kingdom. John J. Morey 
points out this fact in his splendid book, 
The Parables of the Kingdom,* when

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The New Dogma

REAT PROMINENCE HAS recently been given, both by 
the religious and by the secular press, to the activi- 
ties and claims of the Roman Catholic Church; and 

last weekend great celebrations were held to mark the 
centenary of the restoration of the Roman Catholic 
Hierarchy in England by Pope Pius IX, which took place 
on September 29, 1850. On November ist, as already 
widely publicized, the Roman Pontiff will promulgate the 
new dogma of the bodily assumption of the Virgin Mary 
into heaven. Concerning the act of promulgation, The 
Catholic Herald (August 18, 1950) states: 


“The proclamation of a dogma is the announcement by the 
Sovereign Pontiff, as the Vicar of Christ and Chief Shepherd of 
His flock, of a truth revealed by God, which must therefore be 
universally believed. In proclaiming it the Holy Father exercises 
his Divinely bestowed gift of Infallibility.”’ 


Church of England’s Official Attitude 


As soon as the announcement was made that this new 
dogma would be promulgated at the beginning of No- 
vember, the Archbishops of Canterbury and York lost no 
time in making known the official attitude of the Church of 
England to the matter. The Primates declared: 


“‘We must at once state publicly that the Church of England 
does not and cannot hold this doctrine to be a necessary part of 
the Catholic faith, belief in which may be required by members 
of the Church. 

“The Church of England renders honour and reverence to the 
mother of our Lord Jesus Christ. But there is not the smallest 
evidence in the Scriptures or in the teaching of the early Church 
of belief in the doctrine of her bodily assumption. 

“The Church of England refuses to regard as requisite for a 
saving faith any doctrines or opinions which are not plainly 
contained in the Scriptures.’ (Daily Express, August 15, 1950.) 


Commenting upon this pronouncement, The Spectator 
(August 25, 1950) said: 


‘The statement of the Archbishops of Canterbury and York 
on the impending enunciation by the Pope of the dogma of the 
bodily assumption of the Virgin Mary into heaven was very 
necessary. It was essential to dispel immediately any suspicion 
that the Church of England could have a vestige of sympathy 
with what is little less than a proclamation of the complete divorce 
of the Christian religion from intellect and reason. For what is to 
be issued in the year 1950 is a statement of alleged fact about 
something that happened in the second or third quarter of the 
first century A.D. But facts must rest on evidence. What is the 
evidence here? It is completely non-existent. . . . The whole 
Christian faith is brought into discredit if not derision by such 
action as this. Jesus said, “Feed My sheep.” Is fabricated history 
to be their sustenance?” 


The Real Point at Issue 


The declaration of the Archbishops makes clear the real 
point at issue between the Church of England and other 
protestant churches on the one hand, and the Roman 
Catholic Church on the other. The former maintain that 
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Holy Scripture, as the revelation of God, is the sole rule 
of faith; whereas the latter, whilst admitting that the Bible 
is a revelation of God, is far from admitting that it is the 
only one. To the Bible the Roman Catholic Church adds 
tradition, which it regards as equally essential, and which 
it terms “‘the unwritten word.” In fact, as the Rev. J. A. 
Wylie, in his learned work, The Papacy, declared: 


“While tradition is always employed to determine the sense 
of the Bible, the Bible is never permitted to give judgment on 
tradition. What, then, would the Church of Rome lose were the 
Bible set aside? Nothing, clearly. Accordingly, some of her 
doctors have held that the Scriptures are now unnecessary, seeing 
the Church has determined all truth.’’ (Special Edn. 1889, p. 


171.) 
Unfounded Tradition 


The dogma of the assumption of the virgin Mary — 
according to which her body, preserved from corruption, 
was taken up to heaven shortly after her death and her 
tomb found empty — is void of Scriptural foundation and 
is based entirely upon tradition. The history of that tradi- 
tion, according to The Protestant Dictionary, is briefly as 
follows: 


“‘About the beginning of the fourth century the legend of the 
assumption of Mary appeared in a book called De Transitu Vir- 
ginis Mariae Liber. The work was condemned as heretical by Pope 
Gelasius in the year 494; nevertheless, this Gnostic legend was by 
and by imported into the Roman Catholic Church and upon it 
rests the new dogma. The chief means by which this incorpora- 
tion was brought about was forgery. First, the heretical book was 
assigned the name of an orthodox author and later it was attrib- 
uted to the apostle John. ‘Then two sermons affirming the doctrine 
were foisted into the works of St. Athanasius and a treatise on the 
subject assigned to St. Augustine. A spurious letter was attributed 
to St. Jerome and an insertion interpolated into the Chronicle of 
Eusebius. Amid the ignorance and superstition of the succeeding 
centuries these forgeries were accepted as genuine, and thus the 
doctrine gradually became part of the generally received teach- 
ing of the Roman Catholic Church, although yet to be defined 
on November ist as an article of faith necessary to salvation.’’ 


Having once forsaken the Word of God as the only in- 
spired revelation and the sole rule of faith, and opened the 
door to tradition, the Roman Catholic Church had taken 
a step which made possible an ever-increasing divergence 
from “‘the faith once delivered to the saints.”” That her 
departure has been a grievous and tragic one is evident to 
all who compare her teaching with the Word of God. Even 
Lord Acton, considered the most learned Roman Catholic 
of his generation, made the following remarkable admis- 
sion: 

“The passage from the Catholicism of the Fathers to that of 
the modern Popes was accomplished by wilful falsehood; and 
the whole structure of traditions, laws, and doctrines that support 


the theory of infallibility and the practical despotism of the Popes 
stands on a basis of fraud.”’ (North British Review, October 1869, 


p. 130.) 
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Depth of the Dividing Gulf Revealed 


The English Archbishops added a further statement of 
protest, however, in which they said: 


“We profoundly regret that the Roman Catholic Church has 
chosen by this act to increase dogmatic differences in Christendom 
and has thereby gravely injured the growth of understanding 
between Christians based on a common possession of the funda- 
mental truths of the Gospel.” (The Times, August 18, 1950.) 


Commenting upon this, The Christian (August 25, 1950) 
remarked: 


‘Protestants may well feel that, if the second part of the protest 
is true, there may come some good out of this evil, and the admirer 
of Rome will pause to recall how much fiction and heresy the 
Church requires its adherents to accept.”’ 


In an equally outspoken statement, The Baptist Times 
(August 24, 1950) declared: 


“This latest move by the Vatican only reveals more clearly 
the depth of the gulf between those, however noble their piety, 
who take their Christian views from the Roman Pontiff, and the 
rest of us who are content to found our faith and hope in the 
Christ of the Gospels, Crucified, Risen and Victorious.” 


One of the strongest criticisms of the new dogma was 
made by The British Weekly (August 24, 1950). Having 
referred to the declaration of the English Primates and 
thanked God for the Church of England, this journal 
asked: 


*‘Must our very salvation depend on adding this new ‘un- 
believable’ to those which the Romanist’s invincible appetite for 
belief must swallow intact and duly insulated from the working 
of the mind in normal life? . . . This new dogma invades the 
field in which material evidence is essential. Without it, without 
historical evidence available for all to sift on scientific principles, 
we must see the imposed belief in the alleged event as the canoniz- 
ing of a supersitition, not the sealing of a revelation.” 


This well-known Noncomformist weekly added: 


“The spiritual heresies of Rome had festered in the Inquisition 
long before the Vatican so defiantly proclaimed the Immaculate 
Conception of the Virgin Mary and the ex-cathedra Infallibility 
of the Pope (dogmas so astonishingly modern as 1854 and 1870). 
The Immaculate Conception is merely another symptom. The 
Infallibility is the rot-infesting root. 


“We believe the time has come once more to stop being 
mealy-mouthed about the errors of Rome. 

“Any human claim to infallibility, any dethroning of reason 
from its rightful throne, is anti-God, a denial no less perilous than 


atheism. 

“Now see the fatal principle at work in Rome’s fashionable 
opposite. We have all stopped being mealy-mouthed about 
Moscow. . . . The root of the evils denounced is the identical 
root we find in Rome. Moscow also aspires (in a more utterly 
cynical way) to infallibility.”’ 


The Protestant View 


All Christians think of the mother of our Lord Jesus 
Christ with the deepest feelings of respect and affection 
but, because they believe the Bible to be the sole rule of 
faith and refuse to receive as requisite to salvation any 
doctrine that cannot be proved thereby, they cannot ac- 
cept Roman Catholic traditions concerning her for which 
there is no Scriptural foundation. They find in the Word 
of God no evidence for the dogma of her Immaculate 
Conception, according to which she was free from the 
taint of original sin; they cannot accept the doctrine of her 
perpetual virginity, for the Scriptures imply that, after the 
miraculous virgin birth of Jesus Christ, Mary became the 
wife of Joseph and the mother of other sons and daughters; 
neither can they accept the teaching of this latest Papal 
dogma that her body, preserved from corruption, has been 
taken up into heaven. For the same reason, they cannot 
ascribe to her such exalted titles as “Queen of Heaven” 
and “‘Mother of God’’; neither can they give to her a 
veneration which in the Roman Catholic Church amounts 
to Mariolatry, whatever dubious distinctions Rome may 
make between its worship of Mary (hyperdulia) and its 
worship of God (atria). 

The true way to honour the mother of Jesus is not by 
decking her with false glories and legendary splendors, and 
looking to her as a mediator between ourselves and God, 
but by approaching God only through her Son, the Lord 
Jesus Christ, whom the Word of God describes as the sole 
Mediator between God and man, and to whom, like Mary, 
we owe our eternal salvation. Thus, with her we may say, 
‘My spirit hath rejoiced in God my Saviour.”

he says: 

“This is true, not only with regard to 
personal salvation and service in a general 
sense, but more especially in the spreading 
of the law, the Bible, the Church, and the 
other means by which the power of the 
Kingdom of God is to be extended. .. . 
We have settled down to the advancement 
of our personal interests, and have over- 
looked the fact that the progress of civiliza- 
tion and Christian principles amongst the 
nations of mankind will be required at our 
hands.” 


This appears to be the deeper hidden 
meaning of the parable. It places the 
“ten servants,” both collectively and 
individually, in a new and higher 
relation to the Lord Jesus Christ, who 
has “received the kingdom” and is 
soon to establish it in perfection on the 
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earth, as it is in Heaven. The little 
we are required to do now is small 
indeed compared to the glory and 
honor that He has promised to His 
loyal servants. With superior insight 
theologian Godet comments as follows 
on this change in the position of the 
servants: 


“The elevation of their master to 
sovereignty places the servants in a totally 
new position. Not only does he manifest 
towards them a satisfaction proportionate 
to the success of their labors, but, their 
master, acting now as their king, assigns 
to them posts in the government of the 
state, corresponding in importance to the 
respective results of their activity. So will 
it be at the second coming of Christ. The 
humble work accomplished during the 
absence of the Lord will be the measure of 
the power entrusted by Him to each on His 


appearing.” 


“Occupy till I come.” This is the 
task assigned to Christian nations and 
to every individual Christian. Charles 
Wesley reminds us of the personal 
challenge in his hymn, “A Charge to 
Keep I Have, a God to Glorify”’: 


To serve the present age, 

My calling to fulfill; 

O may it all my powers engage, 
To do my Master’s will! 


Arm me with jealous care, 

As in thy sight to live, 

And O Thy servant, Lord, prepare, 
A strict account to give! 


Time is now running out. The busi- 
ness of the King requires haste. There 
is urgency — especially for our day — 
in Christ’s warning, “‘Ye shall not 
have gone over the cities of Israel, till 
the Son of man be come.”

Are the Prophets Reliable?

INGNESS IS an attitude of the 
\ \ mind and heart necessary to 
the acquirement of knowledge. 


There is another way, but it is the way 
of upheaval, surprise and disaster when 
knowledge is received compulsorily 
through pain and suffering which 
could all have been avoided if willing- 
ness had been present in the first in- 
stance. With this exception willingness 
is always a condition precedent to 
knowing. 

Willingness to know must always be 
present in the scholar, or he will never 
know. The apprentice must be willing 
to learn or he will never be the ac- 
complished master of his trade. No 
unwilling man can ever fully compre- 
hend any truth. Even a child cannot 
learn its simplest lesson till it is willing 
to learn, willing to receive new knowl- 
edge. 

The unwillingness of the Jews to re- 
ceive our Lord as the Messiah was the 
great stumbling block in the way of 
their recognition of Him. Even Divine 
knowledge could not enter the mind so 
long as there was unwillingness pres- 
ent. 

The scientist, in his investigations, 
must have no prejudices. He must be 
prepared for any surprise and be will- 
ing to receive any new revelations or 
his investigations will be opinionated 
and unreliable. He must be willing to 
follow in any direction, even to the 
breaking down of his previous con- 
clusions. And the Biblical investigator, 
if he is sincere, will have to proceed 
along the same lines. 

There is no use sitting down before 
the Great Book and saying, ““Now, I 
really want to know what you have to 
say, but your revelations, you know, 
must all agree with my previous con- 
clusions.””» Such a man’s discoveries 
are all prejudiced before they are 
made. Such a man never can arrive at 
the truth. He does not put himself in 
the right attitude to discover, to ac- 
quire fresh knowledge. And this put- 
ting one’s self in the right mind to re- 
ceive is the great requirement of all in- 
vestigators. 

There has been of late years a re- 
markable questioning of Old Testa- 
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ment prophecies. Probably this has 
been because no people or nation 
could be found to fit these prophecies. 
But that was because of ignorance; 
the people are here all right, when it is 
recognized that the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples represent Israel in the 
world today. 

Whoever questions the veracity of 
the Scriptures, whether ministers or 
laymen, assumes a great responsibility. 
There is a terrible warning in Revela- 
tion 22: 19 applying to those who add 
to or take from the Sacred Book: 


‘And if any man shall take away from 
the words of the book of this prophecy, 
God shall take away his part out of the 
book of life, and out of the holy city, and 
from the things which are written in this 
book.” 


There is no justification for the sug- 
gestion that this terrible warning con- 
cerns the New Testament only. The 
Book of God is one Book — complete, 
perfect, undivided — and neither por- 
tion is complete without the other. The 
New comes out of the Old; without the 
Old it is misunderstood and incom- 
plete. The Old without the New is 
unfinished; what affects the one af- 
fects the other. Therefore, that salu- 
tary and terrible warning against tak- 
ing away any part of the words of this 
prophecy ought to give pause to all 
those who are inclined to doubt the 
written Word of God. 

A large portion of the Bible is proph- 
ecy. Sixteen books of the Old Testa- 
ment contain the prophecies as well as 
the teachings of sixteen different seers. 
Their writings are largely made up of 
the foretelling of future events. Proph- 
ecy is not, however, confined to those 
books only. Right at the commence- 
ment of the Bible (Gen 3: 15), we have 
a wonderful prophecy given to our 
first parents, Adam and Eve. Speaking 
to the serpent, the Lord said: 


“And I will put enmity between thee 
and the woman, and between thy seed and 
her seed; it shall bruise thy head, and thou 
shalt bruise his heel.” 


At the very end of the Bible we have 
this: 
*‘And there shall be no more curse: but 


the throne of God and of the Lamb shall 
be in it; and his servants shall serve him: 
and they shall see his face; and his name 
shall be in their foreheads.” (Rev. 22: 3-4.) 


Then we have the final summing up 
(Rev. 22: 7): “Behold, I come quickly” 
—a prophecy yet unfulfilled. 

The Scriptures, in continually de- 
claring these predictions, many of 
which can be verified as time rolls 
along, deliberately seek to be judged 
by them as Divine or otherwise. For 
these strange foretellings are not given 
in answer to man’s questionings, but 
in many instances are thrust upon man 
to his utter astonishment — and some- 
times even to his dismay and alarm. 

Between those two predictions, the 
one in Genesis and the other in Reve- 
lation, there are countless prophecies, 
great and small, any of which are ful- 
filled or are being fulfilled before our 
eyes. Some of them are very important 
indeed to us if we are Israel, and some 
that are not yet fulfilled must be close 
upon us, nay, right at our very doors. 
How necessary it is, then, that we seek 
to know these deeper things of the 
Great Book! 

Let me ask the pointed question: 
**Do you believe in God?” You answer 
immediately: “Yes, I do, I am not 
heathen or pagan.” Well, so far so 
good. But now I want to put a much 
more critical question: ““Do you be- 
lieve God?” These questions are not the 
same. Thousands believe in God, but 
they do not believe God. Millions believe 
that there is a God, but they do not 
believe what He has said in His Word. 
God is what He has said He is, and 
only those may be said to believe God 
who are prepared to believe His 
spoken word. Not believe when it 
suits them, or believe when it agrees 
with their theories, but believe what- 
ever God has said and revealed to us 
in His Sacred Word because He said 
it. If all the members of our churches 
did that, it would revolutionize our 
land. 

Paul said of the vision of the angel 
seen in the night, “‘I believe God, that 
it shall be even as it was told me” 
(Acts 27:25). That was said of a 
fleeting, vanishing vision. But we have

God’s Word written: what about it? 
Can we say the same of it? Thousands 
of preachers insist on altering God’s 
Word by excising it, spiritualizing it, 
or amendéng it. Is that a right attitude 
toward the only wise God? Is it not 
an insult to God when we doubt the 
truth of His declarations and tamper 
with His written Word? Let us see how 
we personally stand in this matter, for 
the Word will declare it very plainly. 

Do you believe the promises that 
God made to David? 


“Thine house and thy kingdom shall be 
established for ever before thee: thy throne 
shall be established for ever.” (II Sam. 
4: 16.) 

*“My covenant will I not break, nor alter 
the thing that is gone out of my lips. Once 
have I sworn by my holiness that I will not 
lie unto David. His seed shall endure for 
ever, and his throne as the sun before me. 
It shall be established for ever as the moon, 
and as a faithful witness in heaven.” 


(Ps. 89: 34-37.) 

Do you believe God when He says 
He will redeem Israel? 

“Thus saith the Lord . . . that formed 


thee, O Israel, Fear not: for I have re- 
deemed thee, I have called thee by thy 


name; thou art mine.” (Isa. 43: 1.) 

“O Israel, thou shalt not be forgotten of 
me. I have blotted out, as a thick cloud, 
thy transgressions, and, as a cloud, thy 
sins: return unto me; for I have redeemed 
thee.” (Isa. 44: 21-22.) 

“Thou, Israel, art my servant, Jacob 
whom I have chosen, the seed of Abraham 
my friend. . . . I have chosen thee, and 
not cast thee away.” (Isa. 41: 8-9.) 


Do you believe that God will cleanse 
and sanctify Israel? 


‘Therefore say unto the house of Israel 
... I will take you from among the 
heathen, and gather you out of all coun- 
tries, and will bring you into your own 
land. Then will I sprinkle clean water 
upon you, and ye shall be clean: from all 
your filthiness, and from all your idols, will 
I cleanse you.” (Ez. 36: 22-25.) 

‘And the heathen shall know that I the 
Lord do sanctify Israel, when my sanc- 
tuary shall be in the midst of them for 
evermore.” (Ez. 37: 28.) 

“I will heal their backsliding, I will love 
them freely: for mine anger is turned away 
from him. I will be as the dew unto Israel: 
he shall grow as the lily.”” (Hosea 14: 4-5.) 

“Fear not, thou worm Jacob, and ye 
men of Israel; I will help thee, saith the 
Lord, and thy redeemer, the Holy One of 
Israel.” (Isa. 41: 14.) 


Do you believe these other great 
promises made to Israel? 


**At the same time, saith the Lord, will I 
be the God of all the families of Israel, 
and they shall be my people.” (Jer. 31: 1.) 

“In those days . . . saith the Lord, the 
iniquity of Israel shall be sought for, and 
there shall be none; and the sins of Judah, 
and they shall not be found.” (Jer. 50: 20.) 

“Hear the word of the Lord, O ye na- 
tions, and declare it in the isles afar off, and 
say, He that scattered Israel will gather 
him, and keep him, as a shepherd doth his 
flock.” (Jer. 31: 10.) 


Listen to a further great declaration 
from Jeremiah which is utterly disre- 
garded today: 


“If heaven above can be measured, and 
foundations of the earth searched out be- 
neath, I will also cast off all the seed of 
Israel for all that they have done, saith the 
Lord.” (Jer. 31: 37.) 


Please remember that God does 
not put His words before us for us to 
pick and choose which we will accept, 
and which we will refuse. Man boldly 
says, “‘Israel is cast off,” but God says, 
“Israel is not cast away.” Do you be- 
lieve men or God? 


The Time of the End 








Ep. Norte: This article was originally published in Destiny for 
November 1939 and is being republished by request because of 
the interesting and timely chronological references. 


IN HIS WELL-KNOWN book, Divine Time Measures, Applied to 
Past and Current History, and in numerous articles in The 
National Message, Mr. J. Bernard Nicklin has shown that 
the prophetic periods of the Bible, such as 1260, 1290, 
2300, etc., and simple multiples of these periods are now 
operating as intervals of days between certain events and 
crises. According to Mr. Nicklin this Divine numbering of 
days began to be observed in events dating from the period 
IQII—I2 A.D. 

It occurred to us that August 2, 1909, which date de- 
fines the Great Step, and the beginning of the Last Passage 
system in the Great Pyramid, and at which point there is a 
change in chronology from the inch-year to the inch- 
month scale, suggests itself as being a suitable point from 
which to date the beginning of day-period fulfillment of 
prophecy. 

The fact that there is a change in the scale of Pyramid 
chronology here of approximately 12 times, as well as the 
analogy of a final day of twelve hours, led us to apply a 
multiple of 12 to the day periods 1260, 1290, and 1335 as 
measured from August 2, 1909. These periods, then, all 
terminate in the years 1950 to 1953, years which have been 
shown to be especially marked with respect to the closing 
of the present age, the Second Advent of our Lord, and the 
opening of the Sabbath Millennium or Kingdom Age. 

Thus, 12 x 1260 days from August 2, 1909 brings us to 
December 25, 1950; 12 x 1290 days to December 20, 
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1951; and 12 x 1335 days to June 12, 1953, or within 69 
days of August 19-20, 1953, the date defining the south 
wall of the King’s Chamber and the end of the horizontal 
passage system in the Great Pyramid.

1260 is considered as the number of the ‘‘Down-tread- 
ing” (Dan. 12: 7), and 1290 the number of the “Deso- 
lator, or the Abomination of Desolation” (Dan. 12: 11), 
while 1335 is the number of “‘Blessedness” (Dan. 12: 12), 
and suggests the resurrection and Christ’s reign of peace 
and righteousness. 

It is interesting also to observe that from August 2, 
1909, 7 X 2300 days runs out on August 31, 1953, or only 11 
to 12 days beyond the Great Pyramid date of August 


19-20, 1953.

The number 2300 is associated with the period leading 
to the “‘cleansing of the sanctuary” (Dan.

too emphatically that, in order to 

grasp the meaning of the fulfill- 
ment of prophecy in much of its detail, 
it is essential to recognize that there isa 
definite time factor involved in every 
fulfillment. It is important to always 
bear in mind that the unfolding of 
chronological patterns—especially 
those charting events of world-wide 
magnitude — involve a process that 
takes time. The tendency has always 
been to think of the fulfillment of 
prophecy in terms of an instantaneous 
act or demonstration through sudden, 
perhaps startling, manifestations, 
rather than to recognize in current 
events the progressive unfolding of the 
fulfillment of the predictions of the 
prophets. 

Time also plays an important part 
to impart greater understanding, for 
the period of fulfillment may consume 
days, weeks, months, or even years, 
making necessary a comprehensive 
view of the entire range of fulfillment 
for the complete tabulation of the 
accuracy with which current events 
have conformed with ancient forecasts. 


Time Factor 


This in no way contradicts the fact 
that certain prophecies are to have a 
startling and instantaneous fulfillment, 
for the Scriptures are very clear in this 
respect. But these are the exception 
rather than the rule, one such instance 
referred to in terms denoting extreme 
suddenness by the expression, “In a 
moment, in the twinkling of an eye.” 
However, the great majority of the 
utterances of the prophets are couched 
in terms which definitely provide for a 
time element of short or long duration 
in the progressive fulfillment of what 
they foretold. 


T CANNOT BE reiterated too often or 


Pin-Pointing Expectancy 

It has been the failure on the part of 
students of the Scriptures to recognize 
this simple, fundamental principle 
that has led to the making of absurd 
statements in an endeavor to pin-point 
fulfillment of prophecies which often 
require a considerable length of time 
for their consummation. Furthermore, 
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because instantaneous fulfillment be- 
comes the expectation of their hearers, 
the failure of the materialization of 
such wishful thinking causes many to 
lose sight of the importance of major 
developments in events that actually 
contribute to the general over-all pat- 
tern fulfilling the “‘thus saith the Lord” 
as set forth by the prophets. 

Actually, Jesus Himself put us on 
guard against this error of pin-pointing 
expectations when, after setting forth 
an interesting order of predicted events 
leading to His Second Advent, He 
said: 

“This generation shall not pass, till all 
these things be fulfilled.” (Matt. 24: 34.) 


The Generation 


Here we are told that the time in- 
volved in the fulfillment of these end- 
time predictions would be the length 
of a generation, 2.¢., forty years. The 
context clearly shows that the genera- 
tion to which Jesus referred would be 
the generation that would see the 
“*fig tree” beginning to bud. The “‘fig 
tree’ is the emblem of Jewry and the 
budding of this “tree”? would be in 
evidence when Jewry began to aspire 
to nationhood and endeavor to become 
a kingdom again. 


The Fig Tree 


World War I resulted in the libera- 
tion of Palestine and Jerusalem, events 
instrumental in bringing about the 
fulfillment of the “‘fig tree” beginning 
to bud, for the driving of the Turks 
from Palestine awakened in the breasts 
of many Jews the desire to establish a 
homeland there. Jewish aspirations 
crystallized into definite action as the 
result of the fall of Jerusalem in 1917, 
leading to the Balfour Declaration the 
following year. These developments 
occurred more than three decades ago 
and what is most important to recog- 
nize about these happenings is the 
time element involved with reference 
to the generation which would witness 
all this and bring the present age to its 
close. It was not until May 15, 1948 
that the spurious Israeli state was set 
up in the Holy Land, bringing about 
the fulfillment of the establishment of 


the ‘Abomination That Maketh Deso- 
late.” 


The End Time 


The chronology of the end-time 
period of the present age is defined in 
the Great Pyramid as the time when 
the Consummation of the Age would 
be completed. It is shown to be a 
period of forty-four years, extending 
from August 2, 1909 to August 20, 
1953. This latter date also marks the 
end of the generation of 40 years from 
the outbreak of World War I when 
peace was taken from the earth, bring- 
ing to an end the cry of “*Peace and 
Safety” heard so extensively during the 
pre-World War I period (See “‘Peace 
and Safety,” Destiny for September 


1950, page 299). 
Building the Temple 


In the recorded account of the 
building of the Temple to the Lord 
in Jerusalem we are told: 


‘And it came to pass in the four hun- 
dred and eightieth year after the children 
of Israel were come out of the land of 
Egypt, in the fourth year of Solomon’s 
reign over Israel, in the month Zif, which 
is the second month, that he began to build 
the house of the Lord.” (I Kings 6: 1.) 


Twelve Generations 


Twelve generations of 40 years each 
comprise a total of 480 years. Israel 
spent the first 40 years of this period 
wandering in the wilderness. During 
the days of this first generation God 
dealt with His people through disci- 
plinary teaching so that they might 
learn to obey and administer His laws 
when they entered the promised land. 
The importance of the number 40 is 
pointed out in Documentary Studies, 
Vol. I, page 127,* for this number 
occurs many times in the Scriptures. 
It is associated with periods of proba- 
tion, trial and chastisement. On the 
other hand, 12 is the perfect number, 
signifying perfection in government. 
Thus, twelve periods of 40 years each 
from the organization of Israel into a

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Kingdom at Mount Sinai brings us to 
the date of the construction of the 
Temple at Jerusalem. After years of 
schooling Israel had reached a high 
degree of perfection in government 
due to the administration of the Divine 
laws, leading David to say: 

“I have been young, and now am old; 
yet have I not seen the righteous forsaken, 
nor his seed begging bread.” (Ps. 37: 25.) 

It was during the Golden Age of 
King Solomon’s reign that the Tem- 
ple of the Lord was established in 
their land. 


Final Period of ChaStisement 


Therefore, ancient Israel was sub- 
ject to 40 years of discipline in the 
wilderness before they were made 
ready to enter the promised land, and 
twelve periods of 40 years in all were 
required before they were allowed to 
build the Temple. In the same manner 
Jesus indicated that a generation of 
40 years would be required to ac- 
complish the spiritual preparation of 
God’s people for the restoration of the 
full blessings of the Kingdom. During 
this 40-year period, bringing the age 
to its close, Jeremiah indicates that 
God’s hand was to rest heavily upon 
His people to compel them to sin- 
cerely acknowledge Him as their God 
and accept the righteousness of His 
laws. The Prophet declared of that 
day: 

“Therefore, behold, I will this once 
cause them to know, I will cause them to 
know mine hand and my might; and they 
shall know that my name is The Lord.” 
(Jer. 16: 21.) 


That pressure has been increasingly 
applied since the commencement of 
World War I and will become very 
intense during the remaining years of 
this present generation. The results 
that will follow will be that the Name 
of the Lord will become known, not 
only to His people, but to all nations, 
who will also recognize and do hom- 
age to Him. 

This final 40-year period is pro- 
phetically designated as one of tribu- 
lation, trial and chastisement, out of 
which God’s people will come forth 
cleansed of all evil. Thirty-seven of its 
momentous years have already be- 
come history, a perusal of the events 
of which clearly demonstrates how 
accurately the progressive fulfillments 
of ancient predictions have followed 
one another in this generation. Less 
than three years remain before the 
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end of the consummation of the pres- 
ent age — years which are to be most 
trying and difficult beyond any like 
period in all human history. 


As a Snare 


Multitudes today are living in a 
state of indifference, wholly unaware 
of the tremendous significance of 
transpiring events. Because of this lack 
of perception, the great majority of 
mankind is referred to by the prophet 
as being caught in a snare, a fact that 
will become clear to all a little later on: 


“Fear, and the pit, and the snare, are 
upon thee, O inhabitant of the earth. And 
it shall come to pass, that he who fleeth 
from the noise of the fear shall fall into the 
pit; and he that cometh up out of the midst 
of the pit shall be taken in the snare.” 
(Isa. 24: 17-18.) 

Jesus also had this in mind when, 
following His reference to the events 
bringing the age to its close, He spoke 
of the reckless carelessness of those 
who are eating and drinking, focusing 
their attention upon the cares of this 
life and unaware of the trend of the 
times: 

**For as a snare shall it come on all them 
that dwell on the face of the whole earth.” 
(Luke 21: 35.) 


It will be profitable here to define a 
snare and Webster’s Dictionary defini- 
tion is helpful. Among the meanings 
given is the following: 

“Anything by which one is entangled, 
involved in difficulties, held fast, or im- 
peded in one’s progress; often, a lure; an 
attractive deception. . . . Figuratively, 
snare implies entanglement or inveigle- 
ment, trap, ambush or surprise.” 


The element of surprise would sug- 
gest that one could be well within the 
snare before realizing his predicament 
and this is exactly what the Lord in- 
tends to convey by the use of this 
word. The significant fact set forth 
here is that men are to be caught com- 
pletely off-guard and unprepared, not 
because of the lack of evidence, but, 
rather, because of their indifference 
and blindness to realities as they walk 
into trouble just as one might venture 
into the middle of a hidden snare 
which could have been discovered if 
he had been alert. There are always 
tell-tale signs to disclose the presence 
of a snare and it is difficult to trap a 
fox because this most alert of all wild 
animals is never off his guard. But 
man, addicted to neglectfulness and 
intellectual torpidity, blunders along 


blind paths of his own choosing, re- 
fusing to heed the danger signals 
Divinely set up for his guidance. 

Indeed, many are even now com- 
pletely unaware of the warning aspects 
of present world developments; nor 
have they been able to identify the 
interesting signposts along the high- 
way as we move from year to year 
through this climactic period in human 
history. They work and talk as though 
assured of continuing prosperity, and 
even peace, for years to come, wholly 
incognizant of the crumbling founda- 
tions upon which the present order 
rests. 


Comprehensive View 


All the prophets have referred to 
the rise of an enemy nation under 
aggressive leaders whose purpose is to 
ultimately wrest world rule from those 
to whom it rightfully belongs and 
destroy all, both human and Divine, 
who stand in their way and oppose 
them in their plans. As pointed out in 
“Hooks in the Jaws,” Destiny for 
November 1950, this evil and ag- 
gressive enemy is Soviet Russia under 
the leadership of the Kremlin. Today 
these hordes are on the march, moving 
to fulfill their ill-fated role as they 
push the conflict upon many fronts. 

In one verse of twenty words the 
Lord covers the entire sweep of Soviet 
operations from the inception of this 
evil power in the Russian Revolution 
of 1918 to the destruction of the forces 
of Gog in the climactic end-time scenes 
of the present age: 

“Behold, it is come, and it is done, saith 
the Lord God; this is the day whereof I 
have spoken.” (Ez. 39: 8.) 

This “day” has reference to the 
period we know to be the generation 
of 40 years during which the forces of 
evil challenge God upon His Throne, 
during the end years of which — in 
the period elsewhere termed the “‘Day 
of the Lord” — God moves out of His 
place to meet their defiance. The 
phrase, “It is come, and it is done,” 
encompasses the whole sweep of the 
Divine action, from the beginning to 
the ending of the events to transpire 
during this 40-year period which will 
close with the fufillment of the Divine 
promise: 

“I will reveal my holy name in the midst 
of my people Israel, and no longer allow 
my holy name to be profaned; so shall the 
nations know that I am the Lord, the 
Holy One of Israel.” (Ez. 39: 7, Smith and 
Goodspeed Trans.) 
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Time Fulfilled 


With the passing of peace in 1914 
the time had come to set in motion 
events which would lead to the fulfill- 
ment of this ancient promise. When 
Germany marched into Belgium in 
1914, peace was taken from the earth. 
Even the signing of the Armistice on 
November 11, 1918 did not restore 
tranquility or peace, for a new force, 
sinister and evil, had arisen and seized 
control in Russia with the avowed 
purpose on the part of its leaders to 
extend the Russian Revolution to the 
domination of the whole world. Im- 
mediately following the subjugation 
of Russia, the Kremlin began to lay 
its plans for eventual world control by 
undermining the authority and power 
of governments through infiltration. 
Warnings of these sinister tactics fell 
for the most part on deaf ears. Then 
came World War II, which ended 
with the defeat of Hitler but saw 
Soviet Russia stepping into the breach 
as the next evil aggressor following the 
destruction of the military and politi- 
cal might of Germany. 


The Twilight Shift 


The twilight period bringing about 
this shift from the defeat of Nazi 
aggression to the triumphant onward 
march of Communism covered a pe- 
riod of approximately three and a half 
years — exceedingly important years 
during which the United Nations was 
born and subverted almost from birth 
by the power of the Russian veto: 


“With Hitler defeated in the spring of 
1945, 314 years later is the fall of 1948. 
The importance of the year 1948 cannot be 
overstressed for it is the terminal year of 
many significant chronological periods.” 
(Study in Daniel,* page 372.) 


American Blunderings 


This observation was originally 
published in the fall of 1947 and by the 
fall of 1948 important developments 
in the Far East, made inevitable by 
the blundering of American foreign 
policy in China, assured Moscow of 
Communist victories there. The fall of 
Mukden on October 31, 1948 was the 
turning point in the Asian conflict, 
from which date onward Red Com- 
munism was in the ascendancy. But 
for this conquest of China by the Reds, 
there would have been no invasion of 
South Korea. Now Soviet conquests

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in the Far East are following one an- 
other according to plan with clocklike 
precision. In Destiny for January 
1949 we said: 


‘The paralyzing shadow of the Red Woe 
continues to spread over the earth. Its bil- 
lowing clouds of darkness are now rapidly 
settling down upon China as Moscow en- 
deavors to encircle the teeming millions 
in that unfortunate land with its iron cur- 
tain. It is a war on a gigantic scale, which 
is being fought in such a manner that the 
unthinking are wholly unaware of the 
nature of the conflict... . We are en- 
gaged in a life and death struggle but, so 
far, few are truly aware of the perilous 
situation which could end in the destruc- 
tion of our nation.” 


Blind Leading the Blind 


In spite of all the warning signs, 
and the fact that all-out war with 
Soviet Russia began with the moves 
by the Kremlin to take over China in 
1948, the invasion of South Korea 
came as a great surprise to most Amer- 
icans. If the Christian world had 
understood the message of the proph- 
ets of the Lord, they would have recog- 
nized long ago the sinister motives 
actuating the men in the Kremlin; 
they would have taken note of the 
meaning of the signposts along the 
highway of time and would not have 
been so ensnared by Soviet moves. 
Furthermore, they would have known 
that this 1s the day of which the Lord 
was speaking and would have properly 
evaluated the purport of Soviet ac- 
tions in the past which have been self- 
revealing during the life-time of this 
generation upon which the end of the 
age has come. But because they were 
blind, and are still blind, to realities, 
they have deliberately walked into the 


snare that will soon be sprung upon 
them, bringing with it terror and utter 
despair. 

We have indeed entered the night 
of the age, for the three years remain- 
ing of this 40-year period of tribulation 
are to be turned into the blackness of 
the Great and Terrible Day of the 
Lord before the dawn comes that will 
usher in the New Order of the Ages. 


The Darkening Night 


It is perhaps significant that, as we 
enter the final phase of intensified 
tribulation, with Soviet Russia poised 
to strike in conformity with the plan of 
campaign outlined by Ezekiel, Ameri- 
can leaders are voicing their desire for 
peace. As pointed out in “When There 
Is No Peace” (this issue), this present 
move for peace only emphasizes the 
hopelessness of expecting a peaceful 
solution by compromising with ag- 
gressive evil. 


This Is the Day 


This is the day when Almighty God 
will bring all nations to judgment, and 
before the day of battle is over the 
present world economy will also be 
judged, together with all other sys- 
tems, governmental, political and 
religious, which have been at variance 
with the will and purposes of God.

His message to the 
nations at this hour is expressed 
through Ezekiel (Ez. 39: 21, Smith and 
Goodspeed Trans.): ‘“Thus will I mani- 
fest my glory among the nations; and 
all the nations shall see the judgments 
that I execute, and the hand that I 
lay upon them.”

CHAPTER XVIII 


SOLOMON TAKES THE THRONE 


desire to succeed David and seize the throne upon 

the King’s death by Joab and Abiathar the Priest. 
But the Priest Zadok and the Prophet Nathan, with a 
group of the heroes of Israel who supported David, were 
in no way favorable to Adonijah’s aspirations. 

Evidently it was upon the advice of Joab and Abiathar 
that Adonijah prepared a great feast, to which he invited 
the King’s sons and servants, together with all the men of 
Judah. But Nathan the Prophet and the mighty men of 
David who were in opposition to Adonijah, along with 
Solomon, his brother, were not invited to the banquet. 


Nathan Advises Bath-sheba 


To all intents and purposes Adonijah was already be- 
ginning to reign, so Nathan the Prophet went to Bath- 
sheba and asked the question: 


“Hast thou not heard that Adonijah the son of Haggith doth 
reign, and David our Lord knoweth it not? Now therefore come, 
let me, I pray thee, give thee counsel, that thou mayest save 
thine own life, and the life of thy son Solomon.” (I Kings 1: 
11-12.) 


AWE ONE OF David’s sons, was supported in his 


Nathan was fully aware that it was a matter of life and 
death to Bath-sheba and her son, for if Adonijah succeeded 
in his plans, he would most certainly destroy both Bath- 
sheba and Solomon. It was to Bath-sheba that the promise 
had been made by David that her son Solomon would 
reign after him. Nathan told Bath-sheba she was to go to 
David and remind him of the promise he had made that 
Solomon was to reign upon the throne in his stead. Nathan 
assured her he would be near and, while she was talking 
with the King, he would come in and confirm all that she 
said. 


Bath-sheba Before David 


Bath-sheba went in before the aging King and he asked 
her what she desired. She asked him if he had not sworn 
that Solomon her son would come to the throne after him 
and David replied that he had so promised. Bath-sheba 
then told David that Adonijah was setting himself up to 
reign and that he had made a feast and was supported 
by Abiathar the Priest and Joab, the captain of the army. 
She then reminded David that all Israel was looking to him 
for a decision as to who was to ascend his throne after him. 
She declared further that, if David did not do something 
about the situation before he died, she and her son Solomon 
would be counted as offenders under the new order and 
they would be slain. 

While Bath-sheba was speaking to her husband, Nathan 
the Prophet presented himself for an audience with the 
King. When David heard he was there he indicated that 
Nathan should come forward and speak: 


*“My lord, O king, have you said, Adonijah shall be king after 
me, and he shall sit on my throne? For he has gone down today 
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and sacrificed oxen and fat cattle and sheep in abundance, and 
invited all the king’s sons, and Joab, the commander of the army, 
and Abiathar the priest, and behold they are eating and drinking 
before him, and have said, Long live King Adonijah! But as for 
me, even me your servant, and Zadok the priest, and Benaiah, 
the son of Jehoiada, and Solomon your servant he has not 
invited. Has this thing been brought about by my lord the king, 
and you have not told your servants who should sit upon the 
throne of my lord the king after him?” (I Kings 1: 24-27, 
Smith and Goodspeed Trans.) 


David's InStruétions 


David then asked that Bath-sheba come before him 
again and he reiterated his oath that her son Solomon 
would reign in his stead. Instructions were then given by 
the King that Zadok the Priest, Nathan the Prophet and 
Benaiah be called to come before him. He instructed them 
to put Solomon upon the King’s mule and bring him to 
Gihon and there anoint him as King in David’s place. It 
was David’s intention in so doing to abdicate his throne in 
favor of his son Solomon. 

The pool of Gihon was at the head of the valley of Hin- 
nom, about half a mile west of the city. It was a place well 
adapted to public assemblies. In the meantime, Adonijah 
and his friends were at the fountain of En-rogel, also a 
place of public gathering and suitable for his attempt to 
make public his presumption to sovereignty. This place 
was on the east side of Jerusalem. In order to prevent a 
clash between the supporters of Adonijah and those of 
Solomon, David selected a public place on the west side of 
Jerusalem for the consummation of a peaceful inauguration 
of his son Solomon. 

After Solomon was proclaimed King, David gave orders 
that a trumpet be blown and the shout given, “God save 
King Solomon.” Then the procession was to return to 
Jerusalem with Solomon where he was to be seated upon 
the throne as King, for David made the pronouncement, 
“TI have appointed him to be ruler over Israel and over 
Judah.” 


Solomon Anointed King 


The men went out from David’s presence to do as they 
had been instructed and Solomon was anointed King. 
Following the ceremony there was great rejoicing in the 
city as the people followed the procession, cheering with 
great noise as Solomon returned to take his place upon the 
throne of the Kingdom. David also rejoiced because the 
Lord had let him live to see his successor ascend the throne. 

With the coronation of Solomon as King, the Golden 
Age of Israel’s history began. David had conquered the 
nations around his kingdom and all of Israel’s enemies had 
been subdued. The Kingdom of David extended from the 
borders of Egypt to the River Euphrates and his rule was 
exercised over tributary nations as far as the boundaries of 
India. Each year an immense sum in gold, silver and pre- 
cious stones was sent to Jerusalem as tribute from those 
whom David had conquered. Solomon therefore came to 
power at a time when God had blessed Israel and estab- 
lished peace for David. It was truly the dawn of a glorious 
era for the people of God. 
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Adonijah Fears Solomon 


Upon the completion of the coronation ceremony of 
Solomon, cheering multitudes, with bands playing, fol- 
lowed the royal procession as it returned to Jerusalem and 
the music and the noise was heard by those attending the 
feast with Adonijah. Adonijah’s guests were just finishing 
their banquet when Joab, who was feasting with them, 
inquired as to the cause of the uproar he could hear. While 
he was speaking Jonathan, the son of Abiathar the Priest, 
entered the room and Adonijah asked him if he was bring- 
ing good news. Jonathan replied: 


“No, rather our Lord King David has made Solomon king. 
And the king has sent with him Zadok the priest, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Benaiah, the son of Jehoiada, together with 
the Cherethites and the Pelethites [officers of David and his 
personal lifeguard], and they have caused him to ride on the 
king’s mule. And Zadok the priest and Nathan the prophet have 
anointed him king in Gihon, and they have gone up from there 
rejoicing, so that the town is in uproar. That was the noise which 
you heard. And Solomon also has sat down on the throne of the 
kingdom. Moreover the servants of the king have already come 
to congratulate our lord King David, saying, May your God 
make the name of Solomon better than your name and his throne 
greater than your throne! And the king bowed himself on his bed. 
Furthermore thus the king has said, Blessed be the Lord, the 
God of Israel, who has today granted one of my offspring to sit 
on my throne, my own eyes beholding it.” (I Kings 1: 44-48, 
Smith and Goodspeed Trans.) 


When all the guests with Adonijah heard this report they 
were afraid and left the feast, each one going his own way 
to look out for himself. This left Adonijah alone and he 
also was in great fear because of Solomon. He fled and took 
hold of the horns of the altar for protection. 


Adonijah Before Solomon 


The horns of the altar were projections at the four corners 
of the altar of burnt offerings. They were made of wood 
covered with brass and fugitives seeking asylum could flee 
to the altar and grasp these horns. Adonijah was in fear for 
his life and went to the altar for protection, knowing no 
other place to go. Word was brought to King Solomon 
that Adonijah feared what he would do and had taken hold 
of the horns of the altar, making the plea: 


“Let king Solomon swear unto me to day that he will not slay 
his servant with the sword.” (I Kings 1: 51.) 


Solomon replied that, if Adonijah showed himself 
worthy and a man, he would not die, but if evil was found 
in him; that is, if he was found to be plotting against the 
throne, he would be executed. Adonijah was arrested and 
brought before Solomon where he bowed down before the 
King. Solomon told him to go home, with the stipulation 
that he was to live a retired life and refrain from the show 
and splendor that he had exhibited in the past. 


InStructions About the Temple 


David summoned all the princes of Israel and the leaders 
of all the tribes, with the captains over the army and all his 
ministers, to come to Jerusalem. When they had assembled 
David arose and delivered a public address in which he 
told them that it had been in his heart to build a house for 
the Lord God. However, God had forbidden him to do so 
because he was a man of war and had shed blood. 

The King told the people how he had been chosen by 
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the Lord to rule over Israel and that God had selected 
Solomon from among all his sons to sit upon the throne of 
the Kingdom of the Lord and reign over all Israel. God 
had also informed him that Solomon was the one who 
would build His house, for He had chosen him to be His 
son. His kingdom was to be established if he would obey 
and keep the commandments and judgments of the Lord. 


InStruétions to Solomon 


Solomon was admonished by David in the sight and 
hearing of all the people to obey and keep the Law of the 
Lord. David then told Solomon to serve God with a perfect 
heart and a willing mind and he observed: 


“The Lord searcheth all hearts, and understandeth all the 
imaginations of the thoughts: if thou seek him, he will be found 
of thee; but if thou forsake him, he will cast thee off for ever.” 
(I Chron. 28: 9.) 


Moreover, David counselled Solomon: 


““Be strong and of good courage, and do it: fear not, nor be 
dismayed: for the Lord God, even my God, will be with thee; he 
will not fail thee, nor forsake thee, until thou hast finished all the 
work for the service of the house of the Lord.” (I Chron. 28: 20.) 


David then recounted the preparations he had made for 
the building of the temple; how he had gathered gold and 
silver and brass and iron, as well as the wood and wool 
and precious stones of all kinds for this purpose. He also 
mentioned the marble he had gathered among the neces- 
sary materials provided for the temple, all of which he had 
laid up in abundance. 


Dedication of Services 


A question was then put to those assembled at this gath- 
ering as to who among them would consecrate their serv- 
ices that day to the Lord. Then the heads of the various 
families and princes of the tribes of Israel, with all the 
captains of the armed forces, willingly dedicated their 
services as requested. David thereupon blessed the Lord, 
stating in the opening words of his prayer: 


*“Blessed be thou, Lord God of Israel our father, for ever and 
ever. Thine, O Lord, is the greatness, and the power, and the 
glory, and the victory, and the majesty: for all that is in the 
heaven and in the earth is thine; thine is the kingdom, O Lord, 
and thou art exalted as head above all. Both riches and honour 
come of thee, and thou reignest over all; and in thine hand is 
power and might; and in thine hand it is to make great, and to 
give strength unto all.” (I Chron. 29: 10-12.) 


The opening words of David’s prayer refute the state- 
ment that the Israelitish conception of God was that of a 
tribal deity. Their understanding of God in His power and 
majesty surpassed in a great many respects the conception 
of God possessed by modern scholars and religious leaders 
today. David recognized and extolled many of His at- 
tributes which are ignored by Christian leaders in their 
teachings. In his prayer David asked that God guide 
Solomon, his son, in all his undertakings. When the prayer 
was finished the congregation blessed the Lord and wor- 
shipped Him. 


David's Final InStruétions 


As the day of David’s death drew near he sent for Solo- 
mon and gave him his final charge: 


“I go the way of all the earth: be thou strong therefore, and 
shew thyself a man; And keep the charge of the Lord thy God, 
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to walk in his ways, to keep his statutes, and his commandments, 
and his judgments, and his testimonies, as it is written in the law 
of Moses, that thou mayest prosper in all that thou doest, and 
whithersoever thou turnest thyself.” (I Kings 2: 2-3.) 


If he did all this, David declared that Solomon would 
certainly prosper and the Lord would continue to keep the 
word He had spoken concerning the royal house: 


“If thy children take heed to their way, to walk before me in 
truth with all their heart and with all their soul, there shall not 
fail thee (said he) a man on the throne of Israel.” (I Kings 2: 4.) 


Counsel Regarding Joab 


Joab, who had commanded David’s army, had been a 
great problem to him. David had been unable to discipline 
him as he should have done because he was under obliga- 
tion to him to such an extent that he was unable to bring 
him to judgment for his crimes. But Solomon was under no 
such restraint and David reminded him that Joab had slain 
Abner and Amasa and in doing so had shed the blood of 
war in time of peace. He told his son: 


“Do therefore according to thy wisdom, and let not his hoar 
head go down to the grave in peace.” (I Kings 2: 6.) 


Shimei To Be Judged 


The sons of Barzillai were to be shown special kindness by 
the King, however, because their father had come to 
David’s assistance when he fled from Absalom. Referring 
to Shimei, David recalled how he had grievously cursed 
him as he fled from Absalom on his way to the Jordan 
River and he reminded Solomon that he had not been 
able to put him to death because of his oath that he would 
let him live. David counseled Solomon not to hold him 
guiltless, saying that Solomon was wise and would know 
what he ought to do regarding Shimei. 


Death of David 


Following this David died and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David: 


“And the days that David reigned over Israel were forty 
years: seven years reigned he in Hebron, and thirty and three 
years reigned he in Jerusalem.” (I Kings 2: 11.) 


Thus ended the life and career of a man whose activities 
were unique in the recorded annals of Israel. He had 
boundless physical courage, never shrinking from danger, 
and he had need, indeed, for bravery in order to rule the 
type of men who gathered around him. However, all 
those who supported him seemed to have unlimited confi- 
dence in his ability as a leader. David’s faith in God was 
supreme and he was the author of many Psalms which 
reveal his faith in God and loyalty to Him. Later it was 
recorded of him: 


“‘Nevertheless for David’s sake did the Lord his God give him a 
lamp in Jerusalem, to set up his son after him, and to establish 
Jerusalem: Because David did that which was right in the eyes 
of the Lord, and turned not aside from any thing that he com- 
manded him all the days of his life, save only in the matter of 
Uriah the Hittite.” (I Kings 15: 4-5.) 


Following the death of David the statement is made: 


“Then Solomon sat on the throne of the Lord as king instead 
of David his father, and prospered; and all Israel obeyed him.”’ 
(I Chron. 29: 23.) 
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The Throne of the Lord 


The significant reference to Solomon sitting upon the 
Throne of the Lord is overlooked by many. The full purport 
of its meaning is lost to them because they refuse to recog- 
nize that the Kingdom established at Mount Sinai is the 
Kingdom over which Jesus Christ is to rule when He takes 
over the throne of His father David and reigns over the 
House of Jacob forever (Luke 1: 33). Christian men and 
women have overlooked a fundamental fact that where 
there is a throne there must also be a kingdom; a throne 
cannot exist apart from a kingdom. It therefore follows 
that, if Solomon sat upon the throne of the Lord, then the 
kingdom over which that throne is established must of 
necessity be the Kingdom of God, for His throne cannot 
exist over any kingdom other than His own. Equally so, 
if Solomon sat upon the throne of the Lord and reigned 
over all Israel, then all Israel comprise the people of the 
Kingdom of God upon earth. It cannot be otherwise. 
When God organized Israel into a Kingdom at Mount 
Sinai, He said to them: 


“‘And ye shall be unto me a kingdom of priests, and an holy 
nation.”’ (Ex. 19: 6.) 


This is confirmed by the statement in Hosea expressing 
God’s relationship to His people: 

**T will be thy king: where is any other that may save thee in all 
thy cities? ” (Hosea 13: 10.) 


Therefore, the throne in Israel is the throne of the Lord, 
temporarily occupied by men of the royal line of David 
but to be given ultimately to our Lord and King when He 
returns in triumph to receive it. The relationship estab- 
lished at Mount Sinai between God and Israel, when the 
people of the House of Jacob were organized into His 
Kingdom, has never been abrogated; that relationship 
continues to the present time. 


The Kingdom 


While “‘all Israel”’ includes both the House of Israel and 
the House of Judah, which also has its place in the King- 
dom, the possession of the Kingdom itself accompanied 
the birthright: 


*“Now the sons of Reuben the firstborn of Israel, (for he was the 
firstborn; but . . . his birthright was given unto the sons of 
Joseph [Ephraim and Manasseh] the son of Israel).’’ (I Chron. 
5: 1.) 

Ephraim and Manasseh, sons of Joseph, were of the 
House of Israel. Thus, when later the northern ten-tribed 
Kingdom, i.e., the House of Israel, revolted from the rule 
of the House of David, it is stated that Solomon’s son, 
Rehoboam, assembled the army of the House of Judah to 
fight against Israel: 


“To bring the kingdom again to Rehoboam the son of Solo- 
mon.”’ (I Kings 12: 21.) 

David was fully aware that the throne he occupied be- 
longed to Jehovah and he clearly understood that he was 
entrusted with the administration of God’s inheritance. 
He passed on to his son Solomon the knowledge of this 
important fact when he admonished him to faithfully 
administer his responsibilities in righteousness. ‘The account 
therefore states that Solomon sat upon the throne as the 
vice-regent of the Lord. 
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Important QueStion 


This brings to light an interesting question in view of the 
position taken by some theologians that the throne of 
David is no longer in existence and cannot now be occu- 
pied by a line of kings of the House of David reigning over 
Israel. If this were true, then how could God fulfill His 
promise to give that throne to His Son? If God is to be true 
to His promise, that throne must be in existence, having 
been occupied by an unbroken line of rulers from the time 
of David to the present day. The existence of the Kingdom 
itself must be a fact of recorded history, over which a king 
has exercised rulership. Actually, the throne of the Lord 
has continued as promised without a break and today a man 
of the line of David is sitting upon that throne ruling over 
some part of the House of Israel. God has not forsaken His 
people and He has kept His word: 


“T will not cast them away, neither will I abhor them, to 
destroy them utterly, and to break my covenant with them: for 
I am the Lord their God. But I will for their sakes remember the 
covenant of their ancestors, whom I brought forth out of the land 
of Egypt in the sight of the heathen, that I might be their God: I 
am the Lord.” (Lev. 26: 44-45.) 


The northern ten-tribed Kingdom of Israel, or the 
House of Israel, is represented today in the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples and the throne established in the British 
Isles is the throne of David, a fact which will become more 
apparent as the story the Bible tells unfolds before us. 


Conspiring Against Solomon 


Upon the death of David four men, Adonijah, Abiathar, 
Joab and Shimei, immediately became problems for 
Solomon to handle. Adonijah had aspired to the throne 
in Solomon’s stead and no doubt had intended to destroy 
Solomon as soon as he came to power. Abiathar the Priest 
had supported Adonijah in his aspirations and Joab, cap- 
tain of the army, although he had not followed Absalom 
in his revolt, did lend his support to Adonijah. When 
David fled for his life from Absalom, Shimei had followed 
him and cursed him as he sought refuge in flight. 


Adonijah’s Execution 


Apparently, after the death of David, a plot was hatched 
to help Adonijah, the first indications of which became 
apparent in the request he made of Solomon’s mother. He 
went to Bath-sheba and asked her to grant him his request. 
She asked what it was that he desired. He replied that she 
was to ask Solomon to give him Abishag the Shunammite 
for a wife. Abishag was the maiden who had been brought 
to David to minister to him just before he died. 

Bath-sheba consented to make this request in behalf of 
Adonijah and she went to Solomon, who placed a seat for 
her at his right hand. She then requested him to give 
Abishag to Adonijah to be his wife. Solomon recognized at 
once that there was an ulterior motive behind this request. 
He asked Bath-sheba if she was going to intercede for 
Abiathar and Joab also, for he knew his mother was an 
innocent tool being used in a plot to unseat the young 
King. Solomon deduced that if Adonijah could wed 
Abishag, who had been intimately associated with David, 
his father, the marriage would be the first step in a plan to 
ultimately seize the Kingdom and the throne. Solomon 
swore that Adonijah had spoken against his own life in 
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making this foolish request through Bath-sheba and the 
King ordered his execution for plotting against the throne. 


Elz’s House 


The next order of business had to do with Abiathar the 
Priest, whom Solomon declared was worthy of death. 
However, because he had cared for the Ark of the Lord 
when his father was alive, the King ordered him to return 
to his homestead, thus depriving him of his priestly office. 
In so doing the words of the Lord were fulfilled regarding 
the house of Eli, for God had declared to Eli that he would 
cut off all of his descendants from being priests before 
Him, preventing them from ministering at His altar (I 
Sam. 2: 31). 


Joab’s Flight 


When Joab heard the news of the death of Adonijah 
and the demotion of Abiathar from the priesthood, he 
immediately suspected what fate lay in store for him, 
knowing that he had also been one of the principal sup- 
porters of Adonijah. He fled at once to the tabernacle of 
the Lord and caught hold of the horns of the altar there. 
Solomon was told of Joab’s flight and he sent Benaiah to 
slay him, but Joab would not leave the altar when he was 
summoned to do so. He argued that if he was to die, he 
would die there. Benaiah reported this fact to Solomon, 
who told him to do as Joab requested and slay him there at 
the altar. Joab had slain two righteous men through guile 
and the King commanded that he be taken by force from 
the altar and slain so that the House of David might be 
free from the guilt of shedding innocent blood. Solomon 
was referring to the treacherous slaying of Abner and 
Amasa by Joab during King David’s reign. At that time 
David was helpless to punish Joab for his crime. The Law 
of the Lord provides: 


“If a man come presumptuously upon his neighbour, to slay 
him with guile; thou shalt take him from mine altar, that he may 
die.”’ (Ex. 21: 14.) 


Shimei Slain 


Benaiah went to the tabernacle and slew Joab as he was 
instructed. Solomon then summoned Shimei to come to 
him. He instructed him to build a house in Jerusalem and 
not to leave the city, telling him that the day he left 
Jerusalem he would surely die. According to II Samuel 
19: 17 Shimei was a powerful prince and leader in Benja- 
min, for his followers were a thousand warriors. His con- 
finement to Jerusalem was to prevent him from using his 
influence against the Kingdom or to plot against Solomon. 
The King was fully aware that Shimei could use his influ- 
ence against him and to allow him to go where he pleased 
would be dangerous to his rule. Furthermore, by confining 
Shimei’s activities to the city of Jerusalem, Solomon could 
keep a close watch on him. Shimei readily accepted the 
terms imposed upon him and for three years he lived in the 
city. Then, growing careless, and perhaps becoming con- 
temptuous of the King and his orders, he went in pursuit of 
servants who had run away. Leaving Jerusalem, he went 
to Gath to search for them. 

It was told to Solomon that Shimei had gone from Jeru- 
salem to Gath and the King sent for him and asked: 


“Did I not cause you to swear by the Lord and solemnly ad- 
monish you, saying, On the day that you go forth and go to any 
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place whatever, know of a certainty that you shall surely die? 
And you said to me, The stipulation is fair, I have heard it. Why 
then have you not kept the oath of the Lord and the command- 
ment which I laid upon you?”’ (I Kings 2: 42-43, Smith and Good- 
speed Trans.) 


Solomon then said: 

**Thou knowest all the wickedness which thine heart is privy to, 
that thou didst to David my father: therefore the Lord shall return 
thy wickedness upon thine own head.” (I Kings 2: 44.) 


Shimei seems to have been an actual conspirator against 
Solomon as well as against David, for it is not until after 
his death that tranquility was established in the Kingdom. 
The throne of David, Solomon declared, was to be estab- 
lished forever, so he commanded Benaiah to execute 
Shimei. Following this execution the account states, ““And 
the kingdom was established in the hand of Solomon.” 


God Appeared to Solomon 


Solomon loved the Lord and he walked in the statutes of 
David his father. He made a journey to Gibeon to sacrifice 
there, for it was a place for such sacrifices to be offered. 
The Lord appeared to him there in a vision at night and the 
King was asked, “What shall I give thee?”’ Solomon replied 
by recounting God’s great mercy to David his father in the 
measure that he had walked before Him in truth and 
righteousness. Now He had continued His kindness and 
given the throne to his son. Recognizing his youth, Solomon 
said he did not know how to conduct the affairs of the 
people whom the Lord had chosen, so he requested of the 
Lord: 

“Give therefore thy servant an understanding heart to judge 
thy people, that I may discern between good and bad: for who is 
able to judge this thy so great a people?”’ (I Kings 3: 9.) 


The Gift of God 


The speech of Solomon greatly pleased the Lord because 
he had not asked for a long life, nor for riches, nor requested 
that he be victorious over his enemies, but had asked for 
wisdom and knowledge to judge His people: 


‘Behold, I have done according to thy words: lo, I have given 
thee a wise and an understanding heart; so that there was none 
like thee before thee, neither after thee shall any arise like unto 
thee. And I have also given thee that which thou hast not asked, 
both riches, and honour: so that there shall not be any among 
the kings like unto thee all thy days. And if thou wilt walk in my 
ways, to keep my statutes and my commandments, as thy father 
David did walk, then I will lengthen thy days.” (I Kings 3: 12- 
14.) 

Solomon awoke and realized it was a dream and when 
he returned to Jerusalem he stood before the Ark of the 
Covenant of the Lord and there he offered sacrifices to 
God. 

Wisdom, knowledge and understanding are direct gifts 
from God. Man cannot acquire true wisdom through the 
processes of education, for education alone is incapable of 
imparting wisdom. Man can acquire a fund of information 
through study, yet because he is completely lacking in 
wisdom, he may be unable to keep himself free from trou- 
bles. It is also possible to be educated away from a knowl- 
edge of the truth and, instead of acquiring understanding 
and wisdom, become mentally deficient, as illustrated in 
*‘Mental Monstrosities,”” Documentary Studies, Volume II,* 
page Ig!. 

Because the righteous are given understanding, they 
alone will have a true conception of righteousness and 
judgment — direct attributes of that wisdom which is 
the gift of God. Those thus blessed have the certainty that 
discretion will preserve them and understanding will keep 
them: 

‘The fear of the Lord is the beginning of wisdom: a good un- 
derstanding have all they that do his commandments.” (Ps. 111: 
10.) 

Because Solomon loved the Lord and sought for wisdom 
so that he might govern His people aright, God gave him 
such a spirit of understanding that his wisdom surpassed 
that of the wise men of the east country and all the wisdom 
of Egypt.
